BECAUSE FOPXED BY CAUCUS 


House Passed 30 Sections of the 
Revenue Bill Making Few 
Changes in the Measure.

Denver, Feb. 26—Both houses showed 
i imposition to w rangle 
during the 
morning, hut the afternoon was spent 
In good work. The lower house passed 


30 sections of the revenue bill, m aking 
a few changes, but in the m ain allow­ 
ing the m easure to stand as It w as re- 
p-Tti'd by the finance com mittee. The 
principal change w as the striking out 
, f that clause providing th a t no credit 
i;iper is collectable unless listed for 
;,\a:ion. 
Tho objection to this was 
• hat a plaintiff m ight be compelled to 
prove th a t each note upon which he 
brings su it for collection w as listed 
which would necessitate a g reatd cal of 
»xtra work for him in collecting ac­ 
counts. 


The senate passed the Rush bill on 
third reading by a vote of 29 to 4. Sen­ 
ators Seldomridge and 
Stew art 
ex- 
Vlained th eir votes In favor of the 
measure as being due to compulsion. 
It also passed-on third reading the 
I’irks three-fourths ju ry bill and killed 
the Barela bill providing for constitu­ 
tional conventions to revise and alter 
the constitution of the state. 


I N THE HOUSE. 


A report from the roads and bridges 
<vinmittee w as the source of an un­ 
limited am ount of debate in the house 
this morning. 
N ear the beginning of 
:ho session an order of procedure was 
adopted which provided th a t no ap ­ 
propriation should be considered until 
the revenue bill w as adopted. 


The roads and bridges 
com mittee 
trade a report this m orning recom­ 
mending th a t certain bills carrying ap- 
rropriatlons for roads be referred to the 
committee of the whole im mediately. 
The report classified the bills in four 
iivistons, according to the am ount of 
money 
appropriated 
to the several 
counties affected in tim es past. 
The 
objections raised against the report w as 
that the bills should have been sent to 
the appropriation com m ittee and take 
their chances w ith other appropriation 
Mils. 
A fter the debate fe d extended 
through the entire m orning session the 
report o f'th e com m ittee w as adopted 
and the appropriation com mittee was 
instructed to report out all sim ilar bills 
for consideration w ith the bills covered 
by the report of the roads and bridges 
committee. 


The Revenue Bill. 


The house began its afternoon work 
where it left off in the revenue measure 
last evening. 
A fter considerable de­ 
bate that p art of section 3 which re­ 
quires the separate listing of all notes, 
I’onds, etc.. by the holder, together w ith 
the approxim ate 
values thereof was 
stricken out. 


The next 12 sections were adopted 
without debate. 
A contest w as raised 
over the taxation of corporations. The 
fight was short and the entire m atter 
was made a special order for tomorrow 
afternoon. 
Mr. Judkins has prepared 
an am endm ent which fixes an annual 
tax according to the value of the in- 
poratlon as filed w ith the secretary of 
state in the incorporation papers. The 
next fight w as made against th a t por­ 
tion of the m easure which provides th a t 
ireelit paper is not collectable unless It 
has been listed w ith the assessor. The 
Haim was m ade th a t this law would 
"impel a m an who held a note to go 
into court unnecessarily, if the person 
wio gave the note choose to make him 
trouhie. A fter considerable debate the 
fectien w as stricken out. A num ber of 
sections of 
m inor 
im portance were 
adopted and the house adjourned. 


SENATE SESSION 


The usual exercises m arked the open- 
’ng of the senate. 
This tim e Senator 
M.ver opened the day’s work by severely 
criticising a local morning paper for an 
aricle which recently appeared in th a t 
publication. 


A resolution w as offered by Senator 


I Taylor rrovidlng for 
night 
sessions 
after March 1 on Mondays, W ednesdays 
and Fridays of each week. 
The res­ 
olution w ent over. 


The members who were absent at the 
call of the house 
last 
night 
were 
brought before the bar of the house to 
give an explanation of their absence. 


Senator Stew art said he had a dinner 
engagement. 


Senator 
Smith 
thought 
lie would 
have time to go out and get dinner be­ 
fore the debaters completed their talks. 


The senate, after 
some wrangling, 
adopted the em ergency clause of the 
R aw alt bill, which provides for an ap ­ 
propriation of $4.000 for use by the 
State board of health in checking the 
spread of contagious diseases. 


The 
senate 
then 
indulged 
in 
a 
scram ble over the consideration of con­ 
stitutional am endm ents and adjourned 
to the afternoon. 


The Rush Bill. 


In accordance with their agreem ent 
last evening the senators took the vote 
on third reading of the Rush bill at 2 
p. m. today. Ju st before the vote was 
taken Senators Seldomridge and Stew ­ 
a rt explained their votes. 
They both 
signified their intention of- voting for 
the bill, but both contended th a t it w as 
unconstitutional. 
In 
explaining 
his 
vote Senator Seldomridge pleaded guilty 
to negligence and carelessness in hav­ 
ing failed to study the bill as he should. 
He said he had depended upon new s­ 
paper reports until during the past few 
weeks he had devoted some time to its 
consideration. He did not feel that the 
bill, as it now reads, can ever become a 
law because of its unconstitutionality. 
He did not think that it would ever ac­ 
complish the purpose for which it is in ­ 
tended. 
His objections were not be­ 
cause it proposed home rule, but be­ 
cause of the m eans adopted to get it. 
He gave a complete history of the a t­ 
tem pts that had been made in the past 
to obtain home rule for Denver, all of 
which proved failures^ 
He contended 
th a t the tendencies of the people were 
to place large cities under the control 
of legislative parties. H e said he w as 
opposed entirely to the spirit of the 
consolidation of the county and city of 
Denver. He contended th a t the bill, if 
adapted, would create a confusion in 
, state affairs. 
He contended th a t there 
w as no provision for th a t p art of A rap­ 
ahoe county, which Is left outside of the 
county of Denver. 
H e protested for­ 
cibly against the reconsideration of the 
vote which w as intended to refer the 
bill to the suprem e court for its con­ 
sideration. In concluding, Mr. Seldom­ 
ridge said th a t he would bow to the will 
,of the caucus m ajority and vote for the 
'bill, but he did not consider it along the 
line of-true Democracy, nor did he be­ 
lieve it would bring true home rule. 


Stew art’s Explanation. 


In explaining his vote Mr. Stew art 
said: "I will support this bill simply 
because I have to and not because I 
consider it a good bill." The vote re­ 
sulted: Ayes 29, nays 4. Those voting 
against the bill were: Farw ell, Meyer, 
P arks and W hlteford. 
W hen Senator 
S tew art’s nam e w as called he said: 
"U nder one of the strongest protests in 
m y life I am compelled to vote aye.” 
A fter the vote w as announced Senator 
P arks presented a w ritten protest on 
the bill, which he had spread upon the 
m inute book. 
The announcem ent of 
the vote w as received in silence, but 
when the clerk reported the bill to the 
house the representatives 
greeted It 
w ith applause. 


A fter disposing of the Rush bill the 
senate began the consideration of con­ 
stitutional am endm ents. 
The 
P arks 
three-fourths jury w as adopted by a 
vote of 26 to 3. Those voting against it 
were: Jefferson, McGuire and Rush. 


Senator B arela's bill, providing for a 
convention to revise the constitution of 
the state was lost because it did not re­ 
ceive a tw o-thirds m ajority yea vote, 
vote was: yeas 19, nays 13.

WILDMAN’S LAST INTERVIEW 


Statements on the Philippines and 
China Published in Hawaii. 


Pan 
Francisco, Feb. 26.—The 
last 
statement 
made 
for 
publication by 
I’nited States Consul Wildman, who 
lost his life in the wreck of the steamer 
Rio de Janeiro, is printed in the Hon­ 
olulu Republican of February 14. The 
Republican says: 


Among the more prominent passen­ 
gers who are passing through Honolulu 
on the City of Rio de Janeiro is Rounse- 
''llle Wildman, 
the 
present 
United 
States consul at Hong-kong. Mr. Wild- 
tian is returning to the states "Just to 
how things are looking after a 
f,,ur-years absence,” as he expressed 
11 
When asked concerning the sltua- 
,lr>n in the Philippines, Mr. Wildman 
said: 


"Before answering your question let 
tne say something in a prefatory way. 
Our present administration has acted 
•host wisely In handling this matter. 


"The Philippine question is practi- 
ri*lly at an end. If our forces can keep 
•he insurgents under control during the 
rainy season, and I believe they can, 
•he matter will solve itself. The insur­ 
gents are being cut off from all exter­ 
nal communication. They find it harder 
®n<1 harder to secure food stuffs. They 
lone ago were prevented from receiving 
"nything in the w ay of firearms. They 
™ve scarcely any powder, and, in order 
>o carry on their warfare," fill their 
shells with the heads of matches. The 
¡orce generated by the .detonation of 
«la material 1b of sufficient ;power-to 


drive a ball through an inch plank. 


"Aguinaldo, I believe, is dead. There 
is considerable dispute as to this, but 
from indications I am inclined to believe 
that he is no more. 
General Sandico, 
the chief of Aguinaldo’s staff, is trad­ 
ing on Aguinaldo's name. Sandico is in 
a very unhappy plight. It was he who 
issued the proclamation to the insur­ 
gents to kill all foreign women and 
children. 
We have the proclamation 
in his own handwriting. He is making 
threats over 
Aguinaldo's 
name, and 
seeking for peace, at the same time de­ 
claring that If terms advantageous to 
the rebel foreign protectorate are not 
made the war would be renewed with 
much more severity. 


“To prophesy the future of China,” 
Mr. Wildman continued, "is a most dif­ 
ficult thing to do but I may safely haz­ 
ard this: China will be divided into five 
different kingdoms. 
China was origi­ 
nally five distinct divisions and to those 
it will again revert. There ¡8 absolutely 
no sympathy between the northern and 
southern portions of the flowery king­ 
dom. 
In the north a Caucasian’s life 
is not safe; in the south he may travel 
anywhere with impunity.”

Cripple Creek, Feb. 26.—Teller county's board of county com m is­ 
sioners this afternoon denied the petition of the owners of non-produc- 
tlve m ining property for a horizontal reduction in the assessed valua­ 
tion of this property. 


The contention of A ttorney Vaiie for the mine-owncrs that the m axi­ 
mum tax on non-productive property should not exceed the minimum 
tax on productive property, was questioned by the board of county com­ 
m issioners and will be decided in the district court. • 


By agreem ent between the attorneys it was decided th at a test case 
w ith the Moon Anchor G. M. Co., Anaconda M. Co., Pilgrim Con. U. M. 
Co. and the H art G. M. & L. Co. as tile plaintiff companies should be filed 
in the district court next m onth to determ ine the rights of all petitioners 
and all other owners of m ining property in Teller county. 


The hearing ended about 2:30 o'clock with the best of feeling exist­ 
ing between all parties concerned.

and county officials Interested in the 
taxation of m ining property in Teller 
county. The petitioners were heard in 
an inform al m anner and the evidence 
introduced was mostly of a com parative 
nature. 


The board of county commissioners 
sat as judges in the m atter with Com­ 
missioner Saunders as chairm an. 
The 
petitioners were represented by Judge 
C. IX H ayt, Joel F. Vaile, Ü. B. Wilcox, 
A ttorney Dudley and K. C. Schuyler. 
A ttorney H arry H. Lee and County A t­ 
torney Brinson represented Teller coun­ 
ty. Upon motion of A ttorney Vaile, and 
there being no objection from the coun­ 
ty, the tax roll of the county for 1900 
was offered In evidence. 


A ssessor L ysigh t Questioned. 


County Assessor Lysight was the only 
w itness examined 
a t 
this m orning’s 
session. A ttorney Vaile questioned him 
relative to m ining property in Section 
19. 
The Colorado Boss lodes Nos. 1, 2 
and 3 of-the Cripple Creek Consolidated 
M; Co. and containing 17.20 acres, was 
first taken up. It w as shown th a t this 
property w as assessed on the value of 
Its output, its assessed value being $240, 
or approxim ately $14 per acre. 
The 
property of the Gold Hill Bonanza M in­ 
ing company was then considered. This 
property contains 16.36 acres and In 1900 
was assessed on ouput, the assessed 
value being $1,570, or about $97 per acre. 


To show the com parison between the 
assessm ent of produetive’property and 
non-productive property in Section 19, 
the territory and assessed valuation of 
the Alamo M ining company w as in­ 
quired into. The Alamo company owns 
25 acres about half way between the 
Cripple Creek Consolidated company 
and the Gold Hill B onanza com pany’s 
holdings. 
These 25 acres, non-produc­ 
tive, are assessed at $1,000 per acre, 
notw ithstanding the fact th at the pro­ 
ductive property of the Cripple (’reek 
Consolidated com pany is assessed at 
only $14 per acre and the Gold Hill 
B onanza com pany a t $97 per acre. 


Comparative V alues. 


A ttorney Valle, after bringing out 
this point, asked Mr. Lysight which, in 
his opinion, was w orth the most, the 
unproductive property of the Alamo or 
the productive property of the Cripple 
Creek Consolidated company. The as­ 
sessor knsw ered by stating th at he fol­ 
lowed the statutes, but finally adm itted 
th a t It w as his private opinion th a t the 
property of the Cripple Creek Consoli­ 
dated com pany was the more valuable. 
The testim ony of Mr. Lysight showed 
th at the 
assessed 
valuation of the 
Alamo com pany’s 
territory had been 
increased from $1,380 in 1899 to $25,000 
in 1900. A ssessor Lysight attem pted to 
go into the m atter of capitalization but 
was told th a t he would be allowed to 
take up the m atter later. 


The next com parison w as between 
the property of 
the Coriolanus Gold 
M ining company, the Cresson Consoli­ 
dated G. M. & M. com pany and the 
Moon Anchor G. M. company. 
The 
8.242 acres of the Coriolanus company 
w as assessed In 1900 on 
production 
which made an assessed valuation of 
about $100 per acre. 
The non-produc­ 
tive territory in this section was as­ 
sessed a t from $1,000 to $1,500 per acre. 
The 15 acres of tho Cresson company 
were assessed on output, the assessed 
valuation being $420. 


, A Marked Contrast. 


The assessed valuation of non-pro­ 
ductive territory in this section is $1,000 
per 
acre. 
The 
non-productive 18.50 
acres of the Moon Anchor company, 
assessed a t $1,500 per acre, m aking the 
assessed valuation about $19,530. made 
a strong com parison. 
A torney Vaile 
asked Mr. L ysight if In his opinion the 
13.50 acres of the Moon A nchor were 
w orth more than the 8.20 acres of the 
Coriolanus company, and he replied in 
the negative. 


The next com parison was th a t of the 
Pilgrim Consolidated M ining com pany’s 
territory. 
The M aud Helena No. 1 of 


this company Is assessed on production. 
The Maud Helena No. 2 is non-produe- 
tlve. The Maud Helena No. 1 contains 
10.331 acres and was assessed in 1900 on 
a valuation of production of $1,227 or 
about $120 per acre. T ilt Maud Helena 
No. 2. containing 4.fl!>2 acres, was as­ 
sessed at SI.000 per acre. 


In the section in which the Christm as 
ti. M. com pany's territory is located the 
assessed valuation of non-productive 
property is from $1,000 to $1,200 per acre. 
The Christm as G. M. Co.'s territory in­ 
cludes 8.2S2 acres and in 1900 the as­ 
sessed valuation of its production was 
$1.800.10, or about $100 per acre. 


This testim ony showed th at the ta x a­ 
tion on the Maud Helena No. 2 was 40 
tlines as great as on the adjoining 
Maud Helena No. 1; th at the taxation 
In 1900 of the Pilgrim Consolidated com­ 
pany’s territory was 10 times as large 
as in 1899, and the Mnnn Anchor’s te r­ 
ritory 15 times as large as in 1899. 


B asis of A ssessm ent. 


Upon being asked upon w hat basis he 
made the assessm ents, Mr. Lysight re­ 
plied that the stock m arket, location of 
territory and the m arketable value of 
the property in the vicinity were all 
taken into consideration. He stated th at 
In every instance non-productive prop­ 
erties have a m arket value of from five 
to 20 tim es the valuation placed upon 
them by him. 


Mr. Pfeiffer, of the board of county 
commissioners, told of the capitalization 
of the Coriolanus company, which owns

THE SMELTER TRUST 


President N ash Issued a Denial of 
Rum ors A ffecting the Com­ 
pany’s Finances. 


New' York, Feb. 26—President Nash, 
of the American Sm elting and Refining 
com pany, has Issued a report in con­ 
tradiction, he says, of rum ors affect­ 
ing the com pany's finances.

$1,200,000. 
The 
stories of dissensions am ong the pres­ 
ent directors are false. 
There are no 
such dissensions. 
On 
the 
contrary, 
there is entire unanim ity of opinion as 
to the policy to be pursued by the com­ 
pany, not only with regard to the con­ 
solidation w ith Guggenheim’s sons, but 
with regard to all Im portant questions."

THIRTY-TWO LIVES LOST 


IN WYOMING MINE FIRE 


Salt Lake City, Feb. 20.—A special to 
the Tribune from Kemm ercr, Wyo., 
dated at 9:45 a. m. says: 


The situation at Diamondvllle mine 
No. 1 Is unchanged this morning. 


A local official of the Dlamondvilie 
Coal and Coke company made the fol­ 
lowing statem ent this afternoon: 


"The foreman of the mine, George N. 
Griffin, was 
notified 
that fire had 
started between rooms 45 and 4(1 in the 
sixth south entry. This entry is about 
6,200 feet from the main slope. 
At 3.000 
feet from the main slope there is a 
side track. 
On the Inside of this side 
track two drivers gather the loaded 
cars preparatory to taking them to 
the slope by the outside driver who 
hauls the trip by a spike team. At this 
side track the drivers use a small piece 
of brattice 10 ounce duck as a wind 
break while they waited for the cars, 
.uy some means yet unknown this b ra t­ 
tice w as Ignited, H is believed by a 
driver's lamp. 


"N ear to this brattice was u board 
stopping between the m ain and back 
entry which also caught fire, causing 
a large flame which was fed by coal 
falling from the roofs and ribs, soon 
becoming an Immense fire. 
M eantime 
the miners there were w orking on the 
inside of the fire so that the smoke 
w as carried tow ards them. 
One prac­ 
tical miner. Charles M ahan, who worked 
at the extrem e end of the entry, had 
finished his day's work. W hile retu rn ­ 
ing tow ard the main slope on his way 
home he encountered 
dense 
smoke 
traveling tow ards him with the air 
current. Seeing th at it was impossible 
to face the smoke he retreated with the 
current and kept in advance of the 
smoke and called to all the miners in 
that district to flee as there was a fire 
in some portion of the mine. The m in­ 
ers failed to act upon this w arning 
and were suffocated." 


T hirty-tw o lives are lost, of which 
three are Americans. 
It Is given out 
by Superintendent 
Thom as 
Sneddon 
and confirmed by others fam iliar with 
the conditions that the lives of all the 
men were certainly extinguished w ith­ 
in three m inutes of the fire gaining the 
ascendancy. 


At this w riting, 6 o'clock, the fire is 
believed to be extinguished; at any 
rate it Is fully under control, and Su­ 
perintendent Sneddon announces that 
he will open the mine tom orrow for the 
recovery of the bodies. 


G hastly preparations are now under 
w ay for the reception of the bodies, the 
blacksm ith shop having been prepared 
as a tem porary morgue. 


W hile the horror Is of less propor­ 
tions than the disaster at the Scofield 


mines and the still later one in British 
Columbia, it is still sufficient to im ­ 
press itself. 
The large proportion of 
men of families among the victims adds 
to the general distress and all night long 
women and children hung around the 
slope, tilling the air with their lam enta­ 
tions for their lost husbands and fath ­ 
ers. 
Hy daylight most of them were 
removed l>y the , critic hands of m inis­ 
tering friend-. 


An additional tragedy followed 
the 
main one today. Thomas Simpson, who 
with his young son, is among the vic­ 
tims, came to I>lamom)vllie from A la­ 
bama bin six xieeks ago, bringing the 
wife and mother in the hope th at the 
change of climate would 
benefit 
her 
health. 
The shock of last night's tra g ­ 
edy « a s too yre.it for Mrs. Simpson’s 
delicate health and today 
siie 
died. 
Thus every member of the family is a 
victim of the disaster. There are many 
other distressing Incidents being w it­ 
nessed, but none more pathetic. 


The origin of the fire has not been 
definitely determined, but it is thought 
it was the result of carelessness by some 
one in the drivers' cabin back of the 
sixth level. 
At this point the drivers 
congregate while 
w aiting 
for 
their 
loads, and it is thought a lighted wick 
was left to smoulder am ong the ru b ­ 
bish. The fire was discovered by Driver 
Jam es Hudson, and he states that had 
the miners who lost their lives been 
Knglish speaking, the death list would 
have been much lower, for he gave the 
alarm thoroughly 
and was 
severely 
burned himself In his efforts to com­ 
municate the danger 
to the 
unfortu­ 
nates. 
He was himself rescued with 
great difficulty and is now under the 
doctor's care. 
The failure of Simpson 
and his son mid Dwyer to respond to 
this summons is accounted for by their 
being too far distant to hear Hudson's 
voice. 


Shortly after the breaking out of the 
fire Superintendent 
Sneddon arrived. 
An exam ination proved to him the im ­ 
possibility of a single soul being alivi! 
in the heavy (lames and gas generated. 
A second attem pt at rescue was made 
but without avail, and when the hope­ 
lessness of saving any lives became ap ­ 
parent, Superintendent Sneddon 
gavp 
orders to dose I lie level. 
This 
Witt 
done at once, with the result that tlijj 
fire was brought fully under control,' 
every opening being herm etically seal­ 
ed. 


The prom pt action of Superintendent 
Sneddon in closing the mine and thus 
confining the fire anil 
ultim ately ex­ 
tinguishing it has 
prevented 
a vast 
property loss, and will make it possi­ 
ble for the company to resume opera­ 
tions witiiout much loss of lime.

H avana, Feb. 26.—In the constitution- ,

How the W reck Occurred. 


The Rio de Janeiro was three days 
overdue from H ong-kong via Honolulu 
when she arrived off the heads last 
night and the density ol’ the fog pre­ 
vailing at the time induced Pilot Jordan 
to bring her to anchor until he could 
see his way through the gatew ay. She 
laid to until about 4:30 o'clock when the 
atm osphere cleared and she was started 
under a slow bell tow ard Point Bonita. 
All wont well until 5:40 o'clock, when 
she struck. 
Most of the passengers 
were below at the tim e and It Is be­ 
lieved m any of them were drowned in 
their berths. 


The first news of the disaster reached 
here at 7:30 o'clock this m orning and 
soon afterw ard a boat load of rescued 
passengers and petty officers arrived 
at the Mali dock.

The Pilot’s Statement. 


Capt. Frederick W. Jordan, the pilot 
of the Rio, was rescued by an Italian 
fishing boat owned by Frederick Cas- 
trlni, and was brought to Meiggs sta ­ 
tion about 10 a. m. 
Along with him 
was n Japanese and Philip Nussen- 
black. 


He was taken up to the room oc­ 
cupied by the custom s officials and told 
the following story: 


“We anchored inside about 5 o'clock 
last night. The w eather was thick and 
I left orders th a t when the w eather 
cleared we should go further in. 


"At 5 a. m. the fog lifted. 
We could 
see the Cliff house and the North End 
light, and I told the m ate tn heave 
short. After we started heaving short, 
the wind came In from the northeast 
and the fog settled in thick and I told 
the mate to stop heaving. 
Then the 
captain came up and said: ‘Let her go. 
We can go ahead.’ ” 


Capt. Jordan made this statem ent to 
Capt. Freem an and his friends, who 
crowded around him. 
To Capt. F ree­ 
man he said: 


''A int I in a d----- of a fix?” 
Capt. Freem an put his arm s about 
the pilot and said: 


"D on't talk about it. 
You are here 
and that is all we care." 


His Escape from the Wreck. 
Capt. Jordan 
then 
continued 
his 
story: 


"You see my watch stopped at 20 
m inutes to fi. When the vessel struck 
I ordered all the boats out. 
The first 
boat was that of the doctor. 
It was 
half filled with w ater as soon as It 
struck the w ater. 
I got a ladder and 
placed a woman on it and 've began to 
descend. 
She had a boy w ith her, a 
child of about 8 years. She gave him to 
me. 
I held him in my arm s and the 
little fellow had his arm s around my 
neck. The woman and I were half way 
down the ladder when rhe Rio gave a 
tremendous pitch. 
I w as (lung off the 
ladder. 
I saw nothing then of the 
woman or the boy. I w int down with 
tho ship about fiO feet. 
I worked my 
way up to the surface and got hold of 
some wreckage. 
I had sense enough 
left to turn on my back and drift with 
the wreckage. 
Then 
I came across 
w hat seemed to n:e the top of a house 
w ith a Chinaman on it. He helped me 
to clam ber on to the roof and with him 
I drifted out toward the north heads. 


"I was then rescued by the fishing 
boftt. 
I cannot say who the woman 
was. I believe she had a husband, but 
he was not on deck when we left. 
I 
saw nothing either of the woman or the 
boy after I was flung off the ladder into 
the w ater.” 


‘ Did you see Capt. W ard?”

Officer Coghlan’s Account. 
Second Oftlcer Coghlan was on the 
bridge in company with Capt. W ard, 
Pilot Jordan and Fir3t Officer Johnson 
as the vessel w as m aking port.

Rio had passed Point Bonita light and 
a few mom ents later F ort Point light 
w as sighted.

I 


T IS a very common thing for individuals or associa­ 
tions of men who have suffered defeat to count over 
the m ight-have-beens and to seek for some other 
cause of failure than their own follies or incom peten­ 
cy. If a certain thing had not been so, or if another thing 
had happened, the result would have been different, we 
are told, and we are asked to believe th a t trifles influence 
th e course of great national events. 
If, for example, Rev. 
Mr. B urchard had not made his fam ous rum -rom anism -re- 
bellion speech, Blaine would have been president, accord­ 
ing to the history tinkers, and in each other political 
event there will alw ays be plenty of persons to point out 
how the result m ight have been different. 
A great many 
persons are able to point out the particular reason why 
W. J. B ryan was not elected in 1896. and there are even 
m ore who are ready to tell why he was not and how he 
m ight have been elected in 1900. 


Some of these explanatory Dem ocrats were present at 
a recent dinner, and took occasion to announce to the 
nation th a t in 1904 the cam paign of 1900 would be fought 
over again, but w ith differences th a t would be entirely 
favorable to the D em ocratic side. President McKinley will 
not be a candidate for a third term , of course, but hope 
springs eternal in the B ryan breast, anti if there is any 
one who is conversant w ith the dangers to be avoided in a 
presidential cam paign it is certainly the man who has 
twice been defeated. 
Mr. Bryan knew in 1897 that silver 
was not acceptable to the American people, and in 1901 ho 
has acquired the additional knowledge th a t they are in no 
wise afraid of the bogey of im perialism . 
If. therefore, Mr. 
B ryan’s friends are lucky in choosing another "param ount 
issue” for 1904 they are assured th a t success will attend 
their efforts. 


Such a plan of political action will appeal in various 
ways to non-partisans, to Republicans and to Democrats. 


The American people as a whole do not have a kindly 
feeling tow ards the persistent office seeker, neither do 
they respect the man who turns his political principles to 
catch the wind of popular favor. 
W hatever their loyalty 
to their leader, Mr. B ryan’s friends are doing him a poor 
service in posing him as one who in three successive cam­ 
paigns occupies three separate positions because he has 
been overw helm ingly defeated on a previous one. In such 
a record there is either insincerity or such grave mis­ 
takes of judgm ent as to unfit their author for the position 
of chief executive of a nation where no am ount of good 
intention is held to be an excuse for a political blunder. 


The R epublicans as a party have no reason to look 
upon Mr. B ryan’s candidacy for a third term with any­ 
thing else than satisfaction. 
It is even more true than it 
was after his first defeat that he is the weakest candidate 
th at could be nom inated, and if he should be selected as 
the D emocratic leader in 1904 it is entirely probable that 
he would receive, w hatever the platform might be, less 
votes th an he did in 1900. 


As for the Democrats, it is extrem ely doubtful w hether 
Mr. Bryan will be able to command the support of more 
th an a small m inority of his own party in the chase for 
the next nom ination which has been started so early by 
some of his friends. No one can fairly accuse the A m eri­ 
can Democracy of too great loyalty to principle in the face 
of defeat, and there is no reason to believe th a t their per­ 
sonal loyalty to a leader will incline them to march again 
to disaster. On the contrary there are abundant evidences 
th a t the Democracy is determ ined to abandon not only 
Mr. B ryan and his most characteristic lieutenants, but that 
it is prepared to renounce some of the doctrines th at have 
been chiefly typical of Democracy in the past eight years. 
To such a degree does this feeling of revolt against Mr. 
B ryan and his politics exist that we may take it as an 
assured fact th a t the candidacy of Mr. B ryan for president 
in 1904 will surely involve two D emocratic candidates and 
a split in the party, w ith Mr. Bryan in command of the 
lesser fragm ent. 


It may have been the intention of Mr. B ryan’s friends 
to do nothing more than to file a caveat upon the nom ina­ 
tion in his favor. If this was their intention, there is the 
best of reason to believe th a t the claim will be abandoned 
before the tim e comes to make it good. 


If, however, the intention was to give genuine notice 
th a t Mr. Bryan will again be a candidate for defeat, it re­ 
m ains to he seen w hether the knowledge of his utter un­ 
availability as a candidate will be forced upon his friends 
and him self before or after the election of 1904. 


finally it is true beyond doubt th a t the subject, w hile it 
is one that Is m ost Im portant in its bearing upon our in­ 
dustrial conditions and future, is also one th a t requires 
careful study and a high degree of statesm anship and is 
not one th at can be satisfactorily discussed or determ ined 
by a partisan political campaign. 


Nevertheless, the Democratic declaration 
th at 
the 
trusts will be made prom inent in the next presidential, 
and presum ably In the next congressional, election should 
be a sufficient notice to the Republicans, th a t it will not 
be safe for them to ignore public interest in the m atter. 
If the public is ignorant, it should be inform ed, and it 
should not be left to D emocratic agitators to do this work. 
The Republicans in congress owe it to their party, not 
less than to the people as a whole, to perfect some rea­ 
sonable plan of tru st regulation, and the trusts them selves 
if they are wise will welcome a supervision of their affairs 
th at will give the public an intelligent idea of the m erits 
and dem erits of the system. 


N othing is so destructive to the arts of demagogy as 
knowledge and intelligence. 
On more than one occasion 
the American people have dem onstrated their intelligence, 
and it should be the task of the Republican leaders in 
the next four years to furnish the facts so that the peo­ 
ple cannot be misled and deceived upon the issue which 
the Democrats propose to present.

THE ISSUE OF TRUSTS.

»ERY EARLY in the cam paign of 1904, in fact, be­ 
fore th a t campaign can be said to have begun in 
any ordinary sense, the D emocratic party, 
or 
some of its more talkative members, announce that 
th e "param ount issue” for th a t year will be the trusts. The 
m en who make this announcem ent may receive less at­ 
tention than they otherw ise would because they couple 
w ith it the statem ent th a t Mr. B ryan will again be the 
candidate. 
B ut w hatever m ay be thought about that, 
th e re 
are 
some 
very 
good 
reasons 
for 
believ­ 
in g th a t the Democratic party will endeavor to make its 
fight in 1904 along this line, and our experience in the 
tw o most recent cam paigns goes to show that an aggres­ 
sive m inority can succeed in fixing public interest upon 
w hatever point it may choose to select. 


There are obvious reasons why the trusts as a cam­ 
paign issue will be particularly acceptable to the Demo­ 
cracy. 
In the first place, it has nothing to do w ith either 
silver or anti-im perialism or the tariff, and it may easily 
serve to distract public attention from these monum ental 
failures of Democratic policy w herever it is desirable to 
do so, w hile on the other hand a fantastical connection 
between the tru sts and the abandoned param ountcies may 
be traced w henever it is desirable to do so for the pur­ 
pose of vote getting. 
F or instance it m ay be alleged that 
th e im aginary gold tru st Is the w orst and greatest of all 
tru sts; th a t the object of im perialism is to subjugate the 
com mon people in behalf of the trusts, and th at the pro­ 
tective tariff is the weapon and the defense of the robber 
barons of the trusts. 


A nother reason why the tru st issuo is a favored can­ 
didate for a leading position on the Democratic platform 
is th a t it is not a subject th a t is generally well under­ 
stood by th e people, and it therefore offers particularly 
favorable opportunities for th e demagogue and the agita­ 
to r. It is tru e th a t there are, strictly speaking, no tru sts 
in the United States; it is true that w hat we call trusts 
fo r 
convenience 
sake 
are 
not 
tru sts 
a t 
all; 
it 
is 
true 
th a t 
it 
is 
im possible 
to 
make 
a 
definition of 
the word, " tru s t” th a t will Include 
all objectionable industrial or capitalistic com binations 
and exclude all innocent ones; it is true th a t the develop­ 
m ent of "tru sts” represents a step in industrial organi­ 
zation th a t is strictly in line w ith the general progress 
of the world, th a t m any of the results of these com bina­ 
tio n s are distinctly advantageous to the general welfare 
an d th a t the dangers are threatening rath er than realized. 
I t is true th a t no legislation has yet been planned th at 
is effectual in regulating the trusts, 
or in 
suppressing 
th em w ithout injury to general business interests. 
And 


HERE ARE NOT a groat m any Americans engaged 
in business in the Philippines and it is all the 
more disagreeable therefore to find that any of 
them should have been guilty of treason by fur­ 
nishing arm s, am m unition and supplies to the insurgents. 
Happily, however, affairs in the islands have now reached 
such a state that it is possible to detect those secret allies 
of the insurgents and to punish them as they deserve. 


It does not help the case of these crim inals any or 
lessen the offense nf which they have been quiity to say 
that they have actcd strictly in accordance with the spirit 
or even in the line of the outspoken advice of some of 
the anti-im perialists in this country. 
The chief differ­ 
ence between the man who sym pathizes with the enemies 
of his country and hopes for their success, and him who 
furnishes them with guns and bullets to kill American 
soldiers is to be found in the difference between m aterial 
and im material aid. 
Besides that the m erchant in the 
islands gets paid for his trouble, while the anti-im perialist 
at home works for nothing. 


A lesson which we have learned from the course of 
events in the Philippines and one that we shall do well 
to bear in mind in the future is that in a free country 
like ours where speech and thought are unrestrained 
there will always be a m inority upon every public ques­ 
tion which is made prom inent. 
The prominence of the 
Philippines as a political topic has been due largely to 
the fact that they were so far away and people knew so 
little about them that it was easy to build argum ents 
upon supposed conditions. 
But if it had not been the 
Philippines it would have been Cuba or Puerto Rico or 
som ething else of less im portance. 
The fact m ust be ac­ 
cepted that there are in this country a large num ber of 
people who will take opposite sides upon any political 
question that may arise, w ithout regard to the m erits of 
the question. And the safety of the country and the per­ 
petuity of its institutions depend upon the intelligence 
and good sense of the large num ber who hold the balance 
of power and who are able to keep the direction of national 
affairs out cf the hands of the extrem ists. 


capable of self-governm ent, to continue in a dependent 
position, and it needs no proclam ation to make m ore evi­ 
dent a tru th th a t is a part of the foundation of our na­ 
tional character and governm ent. 
But a promise at the 
present time of national independence to the Philippines 
would be given when a revolt against our authority is not 
yet extinguished and when the capacity of th at people for 
self-governm ent is entirely conjectural, and the passage 
of such a resolution now would, in the opinion of many 
persons well qualified to judge, serve only as an encourage­ 
m ent to intrigue and agitation. 
It would be a notice to 
our enemies in the islands to use every effort to estab­ 
lish their power, and to our friends th a t in the near fu­ 
ture we intend to abandon them to the revenge of their 
foes and our own. 
It would add im m easurably to the 
work of re-establishing peace and the setting up of a 
stable governm ent. 
And finally, it would prove an en­ 
tanglem ent and a fetter to the U nited States. 
It would 
tie us up where we should be left free to suit our ac­ 
tions to the needs of which we now have only a partial 
knowledge. 


W hat the islands ought to have now is a rest from 
political agitation. 
The establishm ent of the provincial 
governm ents will give them a much larger m easure of 
self-governm ent than they have ever before enjoyed and 
a training in political affairs th a t will be of the highest 
advantage to those people. 
It is difficult to understand 
how anyone who sincerely desires the welfare of these 
peoples and their advancem ent can wish to plunge them 
into the disorder and danger th a t would surely attend 
their unaided efforts. 
An A m erican control of the 
lands and a direction of their affairs offer the only sure 
path to real self-governm ent, and it is more than likely 
that the continuance of American sovereignty for a rea 
sonable term of years will raise the people to th at proper 
understanding of their own situation by virtue of which 
they will themselves dem and a continuance of their rela­ 
tions with this country as a safeguard to their interests 
and a protection to their liberties.

VON WALDERSEE’S LUCK.

OUNT VON W A LDERSEE'S proposition for a pu­ 
nitive expedition into western China was indefen­ 
sible upon m ilitary, moral or diplomatic grounds. 
It was prom ptly rejected by the United States and 
received scarcely more courteous treatm ent from the other 
powers. 
Even in Germany it was denounced as risky 
and barbarous. 


But following closely upon the proposition came the 
announcem ent that the Chinese were even more opposed 
to the expedition than were the Am ericans and Europeans, 
and th a t the im perial authorities had agreed to all the 
dem ands of the allies. 


And th a t is where von W aldersee was lucky. 
H is bluff—if it was a bluff—has worked, and no one 
w ill ever know w hether he held four aces or a bobtail. 


A reasonable guess, however, would be to put the 
responsibility for the proposed raid upon the emperor, 
whose speech to the Germ an troops on their departure 
was a proper prelude to the slaughter and destruction that 
has m arked their course in China. 
The fresh oppor­ 
tunity to make Chinam en dread Germ ans for a hundred 
years to come was a good one, and it may be a disappoint­ 
m ent to court circles th a t it is not to be made the m ost of. 


WATER PRIORITIES.

H E EL PASO COUNTY DEMOCRAT calls atten ­ 
tion to w hat it believes to be an error in a recent 
Gazette editorial relating to irrigation priorities. 
It would appear from this com m ent th a t the 
Democrat is not aw are th a t the w ater rights th a t were 
appropriated previous to the adoption of the state con­ 
stitution, as was the case w ith m ost of those draw ing 
w ater from Fountain creek, are subject to different rules 
from those whose appropriations were made after the 
adoption of the constitution.

ferred to the later appropriations, which include all those 
established w ithin the past 25 years, while the seem ingly 
antagonistic decision of the suprem e court of th is state 
in the Colorado Springs case relates to an appropriation 
under the old law existing before the adoption of the 
constitution. 


It is unfortunate th a t there should be tw o kinds of 
ditch rights in Colorado, but the later system is unques­ 
tionably better for an arid region th an the older one, 
though a t the tim e of its adoption it w as obviously unjust 
to destroy the rights and violate the contracts th a t had 
been entered into, even if It be assum ed th a t the state 
possesses the power to do such a thing. 


THE RAWLINS AMENDMENT.

ENATOR RAW LINS of W yom ing has proposed an 
am endm ent to the Spooner resolution which de­ 
clares th a t it is not the purpose of the U nited 
States to retain or exercise perm anent control of 
sovereignty over the Philippine islands, except to th e ex­ 
tent necessary to secure their pacification and th e ese- 
tablishm ent of a stable governm ent therein by their peo­ 
ple; and, upon the accom plishm ent of these ends and af­ 
ter securing by am icable arrangem ent suitable naval«ftnd 
m ilitary coaling stations and proper guarantees for the 
safety of those who have adhered to the United States and 
for the perform ance of the treaty 
obligations 
of 
the 
United States to ottyer nations, the governm ent of the 
U nited States pledges itself to w ithdraw from the islands 
and to leave the G overnment and control thereof to their 
own people, and the powers hereinbefore conferred upon 
the president and the persons selected by him are to be 
exercised to the ends herein provided. 


The adoption of such a resolution a t the present tim e 
is not called for by the circum stances of the case, nor is 
it consistent w ith the interests of the United States and 
of the islands. 


It m ay be taken as absolutely certain th a t the U nited 
S tates w ill never attem pt to force an unw illing people, 


ECRETARY ROOT, of the w ar departm ent, accord­ 
ing to the Associated Press, has made an answ er 
to the resolution of the senate calling on him for 
inform ation as to the extent of holdings of lands 
by religious orders in the Philippines and as to any de­ 
claration by him or obligation assumed respecting the dis- 
disposition of these lands. 
The secretary, by way of 
answer, refers to the president's instructions of April 1, 
1900, to the Philippine commission, directing the com­ 
mission to endeavor to investigate the land titles of relig­ 
ious orders and to endeavor to afford justice a n d 'settle 
these in a m anner to safeguard property rights and equi­ 
ties. 
It is added th a t no one in behalf of the United 
States governm ent has entered into any obligation other 
than that set out in the peace treaty, in regard to these 
lands, nor has any policy been announced. 
The com­ 
mission has stated the result of its inquiries under this 
instruction in its report especially in the sub-divisions 
entitled “The F riars,” "Public Lands,” and "Land Titles 
and R egistration.” 


The statem ent is a tim ely one, and it will have a 
proper effect in relieving the anxiety caused by the per­ 
sistent rum ors that have been circulated to the effect th at 
some kind of understanding had been reached between 
the representatives of the United States and the friars of 
the Philippines. 


But w hile this statem ent is good as far as it goes, 
it is by no m eans conclusive of the whole m atter. 
The 
character and record of the m onastic orders of the Philip­ 
pines arc such as to m ake them objects of weli-deserved 
suspicion. 
Their continuance in the functions they had 
assum ed under Spanish rule is wholly Inconsistent with 
A merican principles and so repugnant to the native in­ 
terests th a t it is useless to hope for peace and order if 
the friars are to be fastened again on the people under 
American authority. 
The m ost prim ary principles of 
justice, as well as our regard for the w elfare of the islands 
and our own self-respect, require th a t a positive posi­ 
tion shall be assumed on this m atter. 
The treaty with 
Spain is liable to m isinterpretation, and we should lose no 
tim e in m aking it clearly understood th a t the friars 
will not be perm itted to retain the fruits of their past in­ 
iquities and frauds, and th at this nation w ill tolerate no 
further abuses of the kind th a t provoked the natives to 
open rebellion. 


AN IOWA NEWS FAKIR.

HE EDITOR of the Iowa weekly new spaper who re­ 
cently printed a fake interview w ith Pat Crowe 
and found him self a center of national interest 
for one short day, is now receiving a general 
“roast" from the new spapers of the country. 
It may 
strike the public as a novel idea th at an editor should be 
condemned by an alm ost universal voice of his peers for 
printing a story th a t he knew to bo false, but th a t only 
goes to show the m istake people m ake who judge new s­ 
papers as a whole by the actions of certain sensational 
and disreputable yellow journals. The honest outbreak of 
wholesome sentim ent agaiust the Iowa editor is a strong 
evidence of the standard of honesty and good faith to­ 
wards the readers th a t prevails in a m ajority of the new s­ 
paper offices of the country. 


It is only fair to say th at the offense of the Iowa 
man, which so m any of our exchanges have been so prom pt 
to condemn, is far less heinous th an th a t of the editor 
who persistently and from day to day distorts and tw ists 
his news item s in order to produce a false im pression 
either for his own benefit or that of the party to whose in­ 
terest he is com mitted. 
The Iowa editor probably in­ 
tended to publish nothing more harm ful th an the stories 
of Roosevelt’s hunting th a t have been so w idely circulated, 
and was greatly surprised when people took it in earnest 
instead of a joke. 
But the editors who make a daily 
practice of m isrepresenting the source and authority of 
their news, who spread false im pressions by changes of 
date, and who suppress facts and create fictions to serve 
party or individual interests, are guilty of a far worse 
offense. 
They poison the spring of public opinion a t its 
source, and they make it im possible for th eir readers to 
form an honest opinion upon events of cu rren t interest. 
They destroy the virtue of the press as a public educator 
and they become m ere panderers to the prejudices and 
the intellectual vices of their readers. 


In the presence of the unreliable new spapers public 
opinion need w aste little am m unition on tho Iow a fakir. 
Its indignation and reproof may b etter be reserved for 
larger gam e.

while to rent a car from the Southern Facific. This he did. 
Bunting has no expensive tastes except a strong desire to 
travel in his own car and to have th at car as luxurious 
as it is possible to make it.

N IM PORTANT AMENDMENT has been prepared 
by the senate com m ittee on relations w ith Cuba, 
and its im portance is considerably increased if, 
as reported, it has received the approval of the 
m inority mem bers of the com m ittee. 
Such an am end­ 
ment, if reported by the com m ittee unanim ously, would 
have a very good chance of receiving the approval of 
the senate, and would alm ost certainly pass the house. 


The propositions embodied in the proposed am end­ 
m ent include the following points: 


T hat the United States shall have supervision of all 
treaties w ith foreign countries made by the republic of 
Cuba. 


That Cuba shall not undertake to pay the debt in­ 
curred by Spain in her w ar w ith Cuba prior to or after 
the intervention of the United States. 


That Cuba shall agree either to lease or sell to the 
United States such coaling or naval stations as, in the 
opinion of the president of the United States, may be 
necessary to the protection 
of the in terests 
of this 
country. 


T hat the United States shall have sufficient super­ 
vision of the laws of Cuba relating to sanitation to pro- 
tliio country frum epidemics liable to originate there. 
The chief objection to these propositions will come 
from those who care less about tho real in terests of 
Cuba and the United States than they do about finding 
fault with the adm inistration. There is as yet no evidence 
th a t these term s will be objectionable to the Cubans, and 
it may be better th a t the United States should speak its 
w ishes frankly rath er than leave it to the Cubans to 
suggest concessions. 


AN EXTRA SESSION.

NLY careless readers are liable to confound the 
extra session of the senate, ’ which 
has 
been 
called by the president, w ith the ex tra session 
of congress which has been the subject of so 
much new spaper discussion recently. 
But a g reat many 
persons read th eir new spapers more carelessly th an they 
should do. 


It is the usual custom for the senate to be called 
together at the beginning of each presidential term . 
Its 
chief business is to act in executive session for the con­ 
firm ation of presidential nom inations. 
The cabinet offi­ 
cers have to be nom inated, even w here they are selected 
for continuance in the positions they already occupy, and 
usually there are other very im portant nom inations to 
be acted upon. 
W here a president succeeds him self, 
there are, of course, not so many of these appointm ents 
and not nearly so m uch public interest is shown in them 
as w here the party or the president changes. 
This is 
the sort of an ex tra session th a t the president has 
called to meet in W ashington in March. 


It is, of course, entirely different from an ex tra ses­ 
sion of both houses of congress called together for the 
purpose of transacting general business.

W oman Suffrage. 


There Is considerable discussion in 
the 
Colorado papers 
in 
regard 
to 
woman suffrage, and >vhat its effect 
has been tow ard the betterm ent of pol­ 
itics. The experience of Colorado with 
this som ew hat novel feature has been 
w hat most people expected and w hat 
most women advocates did not expect. 
It has not changed the political situ ­ 
ation in the slightest. Bad men have 
gotten into office Just the same. There 
is ju st as much blackness in the polit­ 
ical pot as there ever was, and the 
average women seem to size up ju st 
about on the sam e grade of intelligence 
as the men. In 90 per cent, of the fam ­ 
ilies the wives and daughters vote w ith 
the male members of the household, 
and the single women are usually in­ 
fluenced by the society in which they 
live. 
The w om en's political clubs are 
made up of wives, daughters and rela­ 
tives of men of the sam e party. “W here 
the husband is a politician the wife Is 
one also, and w here the husband takes 
little interest in public affairs the wife 
is more than likely to prove indifferent '■» 
as well. 
The very exception proves 
the rule. 


There is no probability of an y a t­ 
tem pt being m ade 
to disenfranchise 
women. There are enough of them who 
do take an interest in the subject to 
m ake such a proceeding difficult and 
dangerous for the political p arty that 
would attem pt it, so th a t it will rem ain 
as p art of the organic law of the state. 


The addition of women voters to the 
electors of the state is a sim ilar pro­ 
cess to adding flour and soot to a m ix­ 
ture of these two substances. The re­ 
su ltan t compound Is the same, b u t the 
bulk is 
greater. 
The 
only w ay to 
whiten the m ixture is to p u t it through 
a chemical process,, and th a t process is 
known as education.—(Leadville Hoc- 
aid D em ocrat.

PRESENTED ITS REPORT 


EVIDENCE THAT MATTERS 
ARE SETTLED IN CHINA 
Peking, Feb. 25.—This m orning M in­ 
ister Conger turned over the affairs 
of the U nited S tates legation to W , 
W . Rockhill, particu larly to conduct 
the negotiations w ith the Chinese plen­ 
ipotentiaries and he will shortly re­ 
turn to the U nited S tates for a six 
m onths vacation. 
A m ericans here feel th a t this a r­ 
rangem ent is a confirm ation of the re­ 
port th a t everything is practically set­ 
tled for Mr. Conger felt It his duty 
to 'finish the negotiations satisfacto r­ 
ily.The Pei-ho river will open next week 
and then the exodus of diplom ats, cor­ 
respondents and others will begin. 
LI H ung C hang says he expects th at 
the im perial court will retu rn to P e­ 
king as soon as notification is given 
th at the troops of the allies are evac­ 
uating the capital.

D enver, Feb. 25.—The coal strike com ­ 
m ittee lias prepared Its report and It 
haB been subm itted to the senate. The 
report 16 very lengthy, covering the 
w ork of the com m ittee com pletely, cit­ 
ing the causes th at led up to the atriko 
and ending w ith a num ber of recom ­ 
m endations to the assem bly. 
The report recites a t length the d if­ 
ferent visits of the com m ittee to the 
several coal cam ps In the state, and 
also records th eir sessions In D enver. 
The report covers the situation In the 
different coal fields, the different grades 
of coal, the num ber of men employed, 
ow nership of property. Influence ot the 
railroads, the causes leading up to the 
strike, Including w ages earned, cost of 
producing coal, profits ot producer, 
profits of dealer, ventilation and tax a ­ 
tion of m ines, dem ands of m iners, etc. 
The report show s th a t the first m eet­ 
ing of the strik ers in the northern coal 
fields w as not called by any union or 
organization of any labor body, but 
w as a spontaneous gathering of the 
m en from over th e d istrict. The m en's 
grievances w ere insufficient wages, bad 
air and the com pany stores. The re ­ 
port states th a t the strike w as only 
the culm ination of a feeling of d issatis­ 
faction am ong the m iners. The report 
gives a history of the m iners Blnce 
th eir strike in 1898. It show s th a t the 
m en are receiving the sam e w ages as 
w as granted a t the close of th a t strike, 
but th a t the m oney obtained would not 
purchase as large a q uantity of pro­ 
duce. It states th a t the average earn ­ 
ings of one m an for a year would be 
from $300 to $500. The m ine expense of 
a m iner earning $50 per m onth av er­ 
ages $7, eavlng him $43. The com m ittee 
finds th at the system of paym ent in 
the northern fields Is unfair and In­ 
equitable In this; the tim e of paym ent 
is on the third S aturday of each m onth 
for the m onth preceding, thus com pel­ 
ling the m inors to w ait a t lest three 
weeks before receiving their pay. The 
men are com pelled to do a credit sys­ 
tem , which increases the cost of liv­ 
ing five per cent. The N orthern Coal 
com pany produced 576.S26 tons of coal 
last year, at an estim ated average cost 
of 95 cents per ton 
The com m ittee 
states th a t they w ere unable to get the 
officers of the com pany to testify as 
to the exact cost of certain things; 
therefore, they were unable to m ake 
an exact estim ate. The report bases 
an estim ate of the production of coal, 
at the L afayette m ines, a t 82 cents per 
ton; at the Louisville mine, 93 cents 
per ton, and throughout the Erie dis­ 
trict If is m uch higher. A fair average 
paid by the dealers to the Louisville 
and L afayette m ine ow ners Is $2 per 


ton. There would be an average prof 
to the com panies on run of m ine co; 
of 27 cents per ton, w hich the commii 
tee considers too high by about 12 ceni 
per ton. 
The com m ittee stripped oft a t Cole 
rado Springs and heard the testimon 
of the coal m iners there w ho w ere on 
strike. It appeared th a t about 95 pt 
cent of the m en belong to the Unite 
M ine W orkers. T he report states tha 
no 111 feeling existed betw een the mln 
ers and the em ployes. 
In the southern fields the com m itte 
found three large m ining districts, th 
R ockvale, the Brookslde and the Coa 
C reek m ines, all operated by the C. r* 
& I. com pany, em ploying 1,000 men 
who w ere on a strike. T he im m edlat 
cause of the strik e w as the refusal o 
the com pany to recognize U nited Min* 
W orkers a t G allup, N. M. T he grlcv 
ance of the m en dates from 1896 whei 
the com pany took charge of the mln*1 
The com pany introduced the screen sys 
tern, which the m iners claim amount: 
to a 20 per cent reduction In wage? 
The com pany’s store Is another caust 
for com plaint. The m iners also objee 
to the system of pay days and th< 
system of w eighing the coal which i* 
In vogue there. The ventilation law I* 
strictly enforced In these m ines. Th< 
report Speaks highly of the educations 
qualification 
of the m iners 
in the 
southern fields, and the com m ittee ex­ 
presses surprise a t the difference be­ 
tw een the price rceived by th e miners 
for m ining the coal and the price the 
consum er is com pelled to pay.

THE TEXT OF THE CUBAN

5. T h at the governm ent of C uba will 
execute, and, as far as necessary, ex­ 
tend the plans already devised or o th ­ 
er plans to be m utually agreed upon, for 
the sanitation of the cities of the Is­ 
land, to the end th a t a recurrence of 
epidem ics and infectious diseases m ay 
be prevented, thereby assuring protec­ 
tion to the people and com m erce of 
C uba as well as to the com m erce of the 
southern ports of the U nited S tates and 
the people residing therein. 
6. T h at the Isle of Pines shall be 
om itted from the proposed constitu­ 
tional boundaries of Cuba, 
the title 
thereto being left to fu tu re adjustm ent 
by treaty. 
7. T h at to enable the U nited States 
to m aintain the independence of Cuba 
and to protect the people thereof, as 
w ell as for Its own defense, the gov­ 
ernm ent of C uba will sell or lease to 
the U nited States lands necessary for 
coaling or naval statio n s a t certain 
specified points, to be agreed upon with 
the president of the U nited S tates.

S tates w ith C uba su bstantially as fol­ 
lows: 
1. T h at the governm ent of Cuba shall 
never enter into an y treaty or other 
com pany w ith any foreign pow er or 
pow ers which will im pair or tend to 
Im pair the independence of Cuba, nor 
in any m anner authorize or perm it any 
foreign pow er or pow ers to obtain by 
colonization or for m ilitary or nay.^1 
purposes or otherw ise, lodgm ent in, or 
control over any portion of said islajdii. 
2. T hat said governm ent shall not 
assum e or contract any public debt, to 
pay the interest upon which and to 
m ake reasonable sinking fund provision 
for the ultim ate discharge of w hich, 
the ordinary revenues of the islands, a f­ 
ter defraying the current expenses of 
governm ent, shall be inadequate. 
3. T hat the governm ent of Cuba con­

A t m idnight last night a crow d of 
from th irty to sixty citizens, heavily 
arm ed w ith revolvers, sledge ham m ers, 
crow bars and a b atterin g ram , broke 
into the w holesale liquor 
house of 
"C ash” C urtis on W . C urtis street be­ 
tw een K ansas avenue and Jackson st. 
and sm ashed the beer found there. 
Three policem en drove the crowd back. 
Both the policem en and the citizens 
fired th eir revolvers and J. W . Adam s, 
a carpenter, living a t 524 W est G rant 
street, w as shot tw ice In the breast. 
H e w as taken in a hack to the R iv er­ 
side hospital, w here he lies In a pre­ 
carious condition. 
D r. M. R. M itchell and Rev. F. W. 
E m erson w ere both arrested by the 
police. 
Rev. 
M r. Em erson w as taken 
to the police station, w here he w as 
booked under the charge of resisting 
an officer. 
H e w as allow ed to go 
upon his own recognizance.

New York, Feb. 26.—President Nash, 


of 'the American Smelting and Refining 
company,, has Jssued a report in con- 
tradiction, he says, of rumors affect- 
Ing the company's finances.

ber 81, 1900, exceeded $4,600,000. For the 
months of November and December,

exceeded 
$1,200,000. 
The 
stories of dissensions among the pres- 
ent directors are false. There are no 
such dissensions. On the 
contrary, 


there is entire unanimity of opinion as 
to the policy to be pursued by the com- 
pany, not only with regard to the con- 
solidation with Guggenheim's sons, but 
with regard to all Important questions."

One prac- 
tical miner, Charles Mahan, who worked 
at the extreme end of the entry, had 
finished his day's work. While return- 
Ing toward the main slope on his way 
home ha encountered 
dense 
smoke 
traveling towards him with the air 
current. Seeing that It was Impossible 
to face the smoke he retreated with the 
current 'and kept In advance of the 
smoke and called to all the miners In 
that district to flee as there was a flre 
in some portion of the mine. The min- 
ers failed to act upon this warning 
and were suffocated." 


Thirty-two lives arc lost, of which 


three are Americans. It. Is given out 
by Superintendent Thomas Sneddon 
and confirmed by others familiar with 
the conditions that the lives of all the 
men were certainly extinguished with- 
in three minutes of the fire gaining the 
ascendancy. 


At this writing,. 6 o'clock, the flre Is 
believed to be extinguished; at any 
rate It Is fully under control, and Su- 
perintendent Sneddon announces that 
he will open the mine tomorrow for the 
recovery of the bodies. 


Ghastly preparations are now under 


way for the reception of the bodies, the 
blacksmith shop having been prepared 
as a temporary morgue. 


While the horror is of less propor- 


tions than the disaster at the Scofleld 


nines and the still later one In British 
Columbla,-lt Is still sufficient to Im- 
n-ess itself.

bish. The flre was discovered by Driver 
James, Hudson, and he states that had 
the miners who lost their lives been 
English.speaking, the death list would 
have been much lower, for he gave the 
alarm thoroughly and was severely 
burned himself In his efforts to com- 
municate the danger to the- unfortu- 
nates. He was himself rescued with 
great difficulty and Is now under the 
doctor's care. The failure ol Simpson 
and hla son and Dwyer to respond to 
this summons Is accounted for by their 
being too far distant to hear Hudson's 
voice. 


Shortly after the breaking out of the 


fire Superintendent Sneddon arrived. 
An examination proved to him the Im- 
possibility of a single soul being allva 
In the heavy flames and gaa generated. 
A second attempt nt rescue was made 
but without avail, and when the hope- 
lessness of saving any lives became ap- 
parent, Superintendent Sneddon gavp 
orders to close tho level. 
This 
wSfc 
done at once, with the result that thiS 
(ire was brought fully under control) 
every opening being hermetically seal- 
ed. 


The prompt action of Superintendent 
Sneddon in closing the mine and thus 
confining tho flro and ultimately ex- 
tinguishing It has prevented a vast 
property loss, und will make it possi- 
ble for the company to resume opera- 
tions without much loss of tlm*.

Reception Given in Hall of Represen- 


tatives at State Capitol. 


REVIEW OF THE CUBAN WAR 


Graphic Account of Conditions Which 
. Prevailed In Havana—Mr. Stubbs' 


Introductory Speech. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Denver," Feb. 23.—Colorado, through 


her representatives, the thirteenth gen- 
eral assembly, honored Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee this afternoon with probably one 
of the largest receptions ever tendered 
a national hero, In the history of the 
state. "The reception was given In the 
representatives' hall of the legislature 
and was a continuous ovation from the 
time Gen. Lee entered the room at 2 
p. m. until he passed out three hours 
later. In return for the magnificent 
tribute paid to him 
Gen. Lee enter- 


tained the thousands who were crowded 
Into the room with one of the most In- 
teresting addresses ever listened to by 
a Colorado audience. 


An Inspiring Scene, 
Just preceding the closing exercises 


of the day occurred one of those in- 
spiring scenes witnessed, but once in 
a lifetime. The members of the G. A. 
R. 
and 
the 
Confederate 
veterans 


marched into the room sided by side. 
Those who fought for the confederacy 
were preceded by a battle-stained con- 
federate flag, while those who sup- 
ported the union were ltd by our na- 
tional emblem. The flag staffs of the 
two flags were linked together at the 
top and tHe aged arm of each veteran 
who wore the gray was locked In the 
arm of one who wore the blue, each 
hero trying as earnestly to aid the fal- 
tering steps of his present companion 
as he had tried to oppose him In the 
darker days of our history. The two 
lines of men attempted to utter their 
yells of 1861 to '65. The Confederates 
tried first, but years had weakened 
their voices and the old rebel yell would 
no' longer 
Inspire 
terror; when the 


northern 
heroes 
undertook to utter 


their battle cheer the sounds nearly 
died away from the lips of the weeping 
soldiers. The scene was one that can- 
not be described. 


The Guest of the State. 


Gen. Lee was invited to come to Col- 


orado as the guest of the Sons and 
Daughters of the Revolution, but the 
Colorado assembly would not have It 
so. They wished to make him the guest 
of the entire slate, and in accordance 
with this wish a committee was ap- 
pointed to Invite the general to attend 
a public reception' to ,ne tendered him 
at Ihe state house this afternoon. The 
general accepted the Invitation and the 
committee set about 
Immediately to 


'make it worthy of the state. Gov. Or- 
man and staff, Gen. Merrlam and staff, 
Adjt, Gen. Overmyer. a.nd, staff, the 
Grand Army, the Confederate Veterans, 
Capt. Coghlan of the Raleigh and the 
friends and relatives of'the general as- 
sembly were all Invited,' and accepted 
.the invitation to attend. The commit- 
tee made special efforts to prepare for 
the reception and had hundreds of ex- 
tra chairs brought In and placed in the 
floor spaces in order that a large crowd 
could be accommodated. 


Tasteful Decoration. 
The committee appointed a special 


committee to have charge of the deco- 
rations, and their work was tastefully 
done. The decorations were extremely 
simple, yet they were so arranged as to 
produce a beautiful effect when viewed 
from any portion of the room. They 
consisted of flags, bunting, streamers 
and 
flowers. 
The 
flags were ar- 


ranged about the speaker's desk, while 
the bunting and streamers were used 
as backgrounds for a number of pic- 
tures of men prominent in national life. 


One of the principal features of the 


decorations was a Confederate flag 
'placed just to the left of the rostrum 
that Gen. Lee occupied. Seats were 
reserved for Gov. Orman and Gen. Mer- 
rlam, together with their staffs, upon 
the speaker's platform, while the Con- 
federate and Union veterans were given 
one entire section at the balcony, where 
they could obtain a splendid view of 
their once leader or opponent, as the 
case may have been. 


Lieut. Gov. Coates called the meeting 


to order and received the announce- 
ment of the appearance of the guests 
who filed down the aisle, while the band 
was playing "Dixie." The procession 
was led by Gen. Lee, leaning on the 
arm of Gov. Orman, while the re 
malnder of the guests followed In their 
order. Representative Stubbs of the 
committee oh arrangements had charge 
of the execlses. He introduced Gen. 
Lee to Lieut. Gov, Coates In the, follow- 
ing words: 


ME. STUBBS' SPEECH.

NEW STAR DISCOVERED. 


Boston, Feb. 33.—A telegram has been 
eoelveil at Harvard observatory from 
3r. T. D. Anderson of Edinburgh, say- 
ng that he has discovered a new star 
n the constellation Terseus. It Is said 
o be the brightest star discovered in 
hree centuries. 
The new star is almost directly we»t 
f Capella. It Is at present almost as 
right as Capella, one of the most brll- 
lant of thn stars. Dr. Anderson found 
ts magnitude to be 2,7, or about as 
jrlght as the North star on February 
2. Its color appeared to be a bluish 
hltc. 
The star has been observed at the 
Harvard observatory through clouds 
and found to be of the first magnitude, 
much brighter than 24 hours before this 
aat observation. A photograph of this 
egion of the sky, taken on February 
9, showed the new star was then 
alnter than the magnitude of 10.6. It 
apparently has flarea up suddenly.

The Pilot's Statement. 


Capt. Frederick W. Jordan, the pilot 


of the. Hlo, was rescued by an Italian 
fishing boat owned^ by Frederick Cas- 
trlnl, and was brought to Meiggs sta- 
tion about 10- a, m. Along with him 
was a Japanese and Philip Nussen- 
black. 


He was taken 'up to the room oc- 


cupied by the customs officials and told 
the following story: 


"We anchored Inside about B o'clock 
last night. The weather was thick and 
I left orders that when the weather 
cleared we should go further in. 


"At B a. m. the fog lifted. We could

I held him In my arms and the 
little fellow had his arms around my 
neck. The woman arid I were half way 
down the ladder when the Rio gave a 
tremendous pitch. I was flung off the 
ladder. 
I saw nothlngr then of the 
woman or the boy. I want down with 
tho Ship about BO feet, I worked my 
way up to the surface and got hold ot 
some wreckage. I had sense enough 
left to turn on my back and drift with 
the wreckage.

what seemed to me the top of a house 
with a Chinaman on It. He helped me 
to clamber on to the roof and with him 
I drifted out toward the north heads. 
"1 was then rescued' by the fishing 
boat. I cannot say who the woman 
was; I believe she had a husband, but 
he was not on deck when we left.

Neglected Children 


The time of. the county court was con- 


sumed almost entirely yesterday with the 
hearing of the petition of the county com- 
mlsslonors to have three of the children 
ot Mr. and Mrs. Wesley W. McHenry 
committed to the State Home for De- 
pendent and. Neglected 
Children. The 


trial brought out a sad state of affairs. 
It appears that McHenry married his wife 
when she was but 15 years of age and 
that she at the time possessed a consld-. 
crable amount of property. It also ap- 
pears that ho persuaded her to sell that 
property and then appropriated all but 
about J50 to his own use. The family 
then took up life In a covered wagon and 
he has been carrying on such a life ever 
since while she has for some time 'been 
keeping roomers nnd doing menial work to 
support herself and her three little girls, 
tho oldest of whom Is under 16 and the 
youngest quite a baby. The evidence yes- 
terday tended to show that Mrs. McHenry 
has not been living a life which would 
Inspire her girls to noble living although 
It was clalmad that since the Instltuton 
oc the proceedings to take her children 
from her she has done better. 


The court decided that her late reform- 


ation was not sufficient to Justify the re- 
fusal of the petition to protect the chil- 
dren and Judge Hubbard ordered that tho 
three girls be committed to the State 
Home for Dependent and Neglected Chil- 
dren. In view of tho fact that Mrs. Mc- 
Henry professed her determination to lead 
a better life and do better by her girls 
Judge Hubbard suspended sentence In or- 
der to give her a trial. He Informed her, 
however, that ho reserved the right to 


carry out her promises. He said that 
was the duty of the court to protect th 
children of Its Jurisdiction and take them 
from environments which would be con 
duclve to bad citizenship.

The Impression 
is quite common that the man who In- 
vents generally makes a good deal more 
of a success at making things than he 
does at making a living, but the man 
who can Invent a device and get It 
patented has at least the satisfaction 
:hat he has given something new to 
the world. 


Mr. G. Bacon Price, one of the leading 
latent attorneys in Colorado Springs, 
^old a Gazette man some Interesting 
acts the other day about the patent 
. £?• ono °* the invaluable Institutions 
of the country. Some Interesting facts 
and figures that he mentioned from tha 
•eport of the commissioner of patents, 
ust Issued, were the following: 
There were issued to citizens of the 
Jnlted States, • during the 
year 1900, 


22,935 patents. 
Of these 278 were to 


citizens of Colorado, which is a good 
mowing In proportion to the popula- 
lon. giving one patentee to every 1,941 
nhabitants. 
The state which shows 


he fewest patentees for the population 
s South Carolina, with one to every 
8,617. Generally, the states along the 
northern half of our country, from th« 
Atlantic to the Pacific ocean, give 
more Inventors per population than the 
outhern half. 
The Income of the U. S. patent office 


during the year (practically all of I 
received from Inventors) was $1,350, 
828.53; and It expended. In Issuing pat 
ets. etc., the sum of H,260,019.62. 
The United States laws 
regarding 
patents are more favorable to Inventor 
than those of any other country; and a 
patent Issued by this government has 
probably, a greater value than one Is 
sued by any other country on e.arth 
This Is due to our severe examination 
system, which does not prevail abroad 
Yet, 
notwithstanding the more exact 
ing conditions required by the U. S 
patent office, It has Issued, since Its 
beginning, (In 1837) the enormous num 
ber of 674.944 patents; quite half, as 
many as have been Issued by all thi 
other governments of the world. In 
deed, It seems not too much to say tha 
to the Ingenuity and wit of the Amerl 
can inventor, chiefly, is attributable 
the tremendous advance In the materla 
civilization of the nineteenth century 
The Invention of our people seems un- 
limited. To many Americans over one 
hundred patents have been granted by 
our government. Thomas A. Edison 
heads the list with 742 patents to his 
credit. Nearly 6,000 patents have been 
granted to women; being about ono to 
every one thousand patents Issued. A 
woman patentee, as a rule, rarely takes 
out more than one patent.

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MR. BRYAN ASA THIRD TERM CANDIDATE. 
I 


T IS a very common thing for individuals or associa- 


tions of men who have suffered defeat to count over 
the might-have-beens and to seek for some other 
cause of failure than their own follies or incompeten- 


cy. If a certain thing had not,been so, or if another thing 
bad happened, the result would have been different, we 
are told, and we are asked to believe that trifles influence 
the course of great national events. If, for example. Rev. 
Mr. Burchard had not made his famous rum-romanlsm-re- 
belllon speech, Elaine would have been president, accord- 
Ing to tbe history tinkers, and in each other political 
event there will always be plenty of persons to point out 
how the result might have been different. A great many 
persons are able to point out the particular reason why 
W. J. Bryan was not elected in 1896, and there are even 
more who are ready to tell why he was not and how he 
might have been elected in 1900. 


Some of these explanatory Democrats were present at 


a recent dinner, and took occasion to announce to the 
nation that in 1904 the campaign of 1900 would be fought 
over again, but with differences that would be entirely 
favorable to the Democratic side. President McKinley will 
not be a candidate for a third term, of course, but hope 
springs eternal in the Bryan breast, and if there is any 
one who is conversant with the dangers to be avoided in a 
presidential campaign it is certainly the man who has 
twice been defeated. Mr. Bryan knew in 1897 that silver 
was not acceptable to the American people, and in 1901 he 
bas acquired the additional knowledge that they are in no 
wise afraid of the bogey of imperialism. If, therefore, Mr. 
Bryan's friends are lucky in choosing another "paramount 
issue" for 1904 they are assured that success will attend 
their efforts. 


Such a plan of political action will appeal in various 


•ways to non-partisans, to Republicans and to Democrats. 


The American people as a whole do not have a kindly 


feeling towards the persistent office seeker, neither do 
they respect the man who turns his political principles to 
catch the wind of popular favor. Whatever their loyalty 
to their leader, Mr. Bryan's friends are doing him a pool- 
service in posing him as one who in three successive cam- 
paigns occupies three separate positions because he has 
been overwhelmingly defeated on a previous one. In such 
a record there Is either Insincerity or such grave mis- 
takes of judgment as to unfit their author for the position 
of chief'executive of a nation,where no amount of good 
intention is held to be an excuse for a political blunder. 


The Republicans as a'party have no reason to look 


upon Mr..Bryan's candidacy for a third term with any- 
thing else than satisfaction. It is even more true'than it 
was after his first defeat that he is the weakest candidate 
that could;be nominated, and if he should be selected as 
the Democratic leader in 1904 It is entirely probable that 
be 'would receive, whatever the platform might be, less 
votes than he did In 1900. 


•As, for the Democrats, it is extremely doubtful whether 


Mr. Bryan will be able to command the support of more 
than a small minority of his own party in the chase for 
the next-nomination which has been started so early by 
some of his friends;.; .No one can fairly accuse the Ameri- 
can Democracy of ti>6''£reat loyalty to principle in the face 
of defeat,'and there i&.no reason to believe that their per- 
sonal loyalty to a leader will incline them to march again 
to disaster. On the contrary there are abundant evidences' 
that the • Democracy is determined to abandon not only 
Mr. Bryan and his m'c*t characteristic lieutenants, but that 
it is prepared to renounce some of the doctrines that have 
been chiefly typical of Democracy in the past eight years. 
To such a degree does this feeling of revolt against Mr. 
Bryan and his politics exist that we may. take it as an 
assured fact that the candidacy of Mr. Bryan for president 
in 1904 will surely involve two Democratic candidates and 
a split in the party, with Mr. Bryan in command of the 
leaser fragment. 


It may have been the intention of Mr. Bryan's friends 


to do nothing more than to file a caveat upon the nomina- 
tion in bis favor. If this was their intention, there is the 
best of reason to believe that the claim will be abandoned 
before the time comes to make it good. 


If, however, the intention was to give genuine notice 


that Mr. Bryan will again be a candidate for defeat, it re- 
mains to be seen whether tbe knowledge of his utter un- 
availability as a candidate will be forced upon his friends 
and himself before or after the election of 1904.

HERE ARE NOT a great many Americans engaged 


in business in tbe Philippines and it is all the 
more disagreeable therefore to find tbat any ot

The cbief differ- 
ence between the man who sympathizes with the enemies 
of his country and hopes for their success, and him who 
furnishes tbem witb guns and bullets to kill American 
soldiers Is to be found In tbe difference between material 
and immaterial aid. Besides that tbe merchant in the 
Islands gets paid for bis trouble, while tbe anti-imperialist 
at home works for nothing. 


A lesson which we have learned from tbe course of 


events in tbe Philippines and one tbat we shall do well 
;o bear in mind in tbe future is that in. a free country 
ike ours where speech and thought are unrestrained 
.here will always be a minority upon every public ques- 
ion which is made prominent. Tbe prominence of the 
Philippines as a political topic bas been due largely to 
.he-fact tbat they were so far away and-people knew so 
ittle about tbem that it was easy to build arguments 
upon supposed conditions. But if It had not been tbe 
'hilippines it would have been Cuba or Puerto Rico or 
omethlng else of less importance. The fact must be ac- 
:epted that tbere are in this country a large number of 
people wbo will take opposite sides upon any political 
question tbat may arise, without regard to the merits of 
be question. And the safety of the country and tbe per- 
Detulty of its institutions depend upon tbe intelligence 
,nd good sense of the large number who hold the balance 
if power and wbo are able to keep tbe direction of national 
affairs out of the bands of tbe extremists.

THE ISSUE OF TRUSTS. 


V 


ERY EARLY in the campaign of 1904, in fact, be- 


fore that campaign can be said to have begun in 
any ordinary sense,,the Democratic party, or 


some ot its more talkative members, announce that 


the "paramount issue" for that year will be the trusts. The 
men who make this announcement may receive less at- 
tention than they otherwise would because they couple 
.with it the statement that' Mr. Bryan will again be the 
.candidate. 
But whatever may be thought about that, 


- there are some very 
good 
reasons 
for 
believ- 


ing that the Democratic party will endeavor to make Us 
fight in 1904 along- this line, and our experience in the 
two most recent campaigns goes to show that an aggres- 
sive minority can succeed in fixing public interest upon 
whatever point it may choose to select. 


There are obvious reasons why the trusts as a cam- 


paign issue will be particularly acceptable to the Demo- 
cracy. In the first place, it bas nothing to do with either 
•liver or anti-imperialism or the tariff, and it may easily 
serve to distract public attention from'these monumental 
failures of Democratic policy wherever it is desirable to 
do so, while on the other hand a fantastical connection 
between the trusts and the abandoned paramountcies may 


, be traced whenever it is desirable to do so for the pur- 


pose of vote getting. 
For instance it may be alleged that 


the imaginary gold trust is the worst and greatest of all 
trusts; that the object of imperialism is to, subjugate the 
common people in behalf of the trusts, and that the pro- 
Active tariff is the weapon and the defense of the robber 
barons ot the trusts. 


Another reason why the trust issue is a favored can- 


didate tor a leading position on the Democratic platform 
IB that >t is not a subject that is generally well under- 
stood by the people, and it therefore offers particularly 
favorable opportunities for the demagogue and the agita 
tor, It is true that there are, strictly speaking, no trusts

by a partisan political campaign. 


Nevertheless, the Democratic declaration tbat tbe 


trusts will be made prominent in the next presidential 
and presumably in the next congressional, election should 
be a sufficient notice to tbe Republicans, tbat it will not 
be safe for them to ignore public interest In the matter. 
If the public is ignorant, it should be Informed, and it 
should not be left to Democratic agitators to do this work. 
The Republicans in congress owe it to their party, not

OUNT VON WALDERSEE'S proposition for a pu- 
rynitive expedition into western China was indefen- 
"; "sible upon military, moral or diplomatic grounds.

powers. 
Even in Qermany it was denounced as risky 


ind barbarous. 


But following closely upon'the proposition came tho 


.rmouncement that the Chinese were even more opposed 
o the expedition than .were the Americans and Europeans, 
and that the imperial authorities had agreed to all the 
demands of the allies. 


And that is where von Waldersee was lucky. 
His bluff—if it was a bluff—has worked, and no one 


will ever know whether he held four aces or a bobtail. 


A reasonable guess, however, would be to put the 


responsibility for the proposed raid upon the emperor, 
whose speech to the German troops on their departure 
was a proper prelude to the slaughter and destruction that, 
has marked their course In China. 
The fresh oppor- 


.unity to make Chinamen dread Germans for a hundred 
rears to come was a good one, and it may be a disappoint- 
ment to court circles tbat it is not to be made the most of. 


WATER PRIORITIES.

HE EL PASO COUNTY DEMOCRAT calls atten- 


tion to what it believes to be an error in a recent 
Gazette editorial relating to irrigation priorities. 
It would appear from this comment that the 


Democrat is not aware that the water rights that were 
appropriated previous to the adoption ot the state con- 
stitution, as was the case with most ot those drawing 
water ^from Fountain creek, are subject to different rules 
from those whose appropriations were made after the 
adoption of the constitution. The Gazette editorial re- 
ferred to the later appropriations, which include all those 
established within the past 26 years, while the seemingly 
antagonistic decision of the supreme court of this state 
in the Colorado Springs case relates to an appropriation 
under the old law existing before the adoption of the 
constitution. 


It is unfortunate that there should be two kinds of 


ditch rights in Colorado, but the later system is unques- 
tionably better for an arid region than the older one, 
though at the time ot its adoption it was obviously unjust 
to destroy the rights and violate the contracts that had 
been entered Into, even if it be assumed that the state 
possesses the power to do such a thing. 


THE RAWLINS AMENDMENT.

ENATOR RAWLINS of Wyoming has proposed on 


amendment to the Spooner resolution which de- 
clares that it is not the purpose ot the United 
States to retain or exercise permanent control ol 


sovereignty over the Philippine islands, except to the ex- 
tent necessary to secure their pacification and the ese- 
tabllshment of a stable government therein by their peo- 
ple; and, upon the accomplishment of these ends and af- 
ter securing by amicable arrangement suitable naval »and 
.military coaling stations and proper guarantees for the 
safety ot those who have adhered to the United States and 
for the performance of the treaty obligations of thi 
United States to other nations, tbe government of th< 
United States pledges itself to withdraw from the islands 
and to leave the government and control thereof to thel; 
own people, and the powers hereinbefore conferred upon 
the president and the persons selected by him are to be 
exercised'to the ends herein provided. 
- 


The adoption ot such a resolution at the present Urn 


is not called for by the. circumstances of the case, nor i 
it consistent with the Interests of the United States am 
ot the islands. 


It may be taken as absolutely certain that the Unltec 


States will never attempt to force an unwilling people 


capable of self-government, to continue In a dependent 
position, and It needs no proclamation to make more evi- 
dent a truth that is a part of the foundation of our na- 
tional character and government. 
But a promise at the 


present time of national independence to- the Philippines 
would be given when a revolt against our authority is not 
yet extinguished and when the capacity of tbat people for 
self-government is entirely conjectural, and the passage 
of such a resolution now would, in the opinion of many 
persons well qualified to judge, serve only as an encourage- 
ment to intrigue and agitation. 
It would be a notice to 


our enemies in the islands to use every effort to estab- 
lish their power, and to our friends that in the near fu- 
ture we intend to abandon them to the revenge of their 
foes and our own. 
It would add immeasurably to tbe 


work of re-establishing peace and the setting up of a 
stable government. 
And finally, it would prove an en 


tanglement and a fetter to the United States. 
It would 


;le us up where we should be left free to suit our ac- 
tions to the needs of which we now have only a partial 
knowledge. 


What the Islands ought to have now is a rest from 


political agitation. The establishment of tbe provincial 
governments will give them a much larger measure of 
self-government than they have ever before enjoyed and 
a training in political affairs that will be of the highest 
advantage to those people. 
It ia difficult to understand 


how anyone wbo sincerely desires the welfare of these 
peoples and their advancement can wish to plUnge them 
nto the disorder and danger that would surely attend 
their unaided efforts. 
An American control of the is- 


lands and a direction of their affairs offer the -only sure 
path to real self-government, and it is more than likely 
.hat the continuance of American sovereignty for a rea- 
sonable term of years will raise the people to that proper 
understanding of their own situation by virtue of which 
hey will themselves demand a continuance of their rela- 
lons with this country as a safeguard to their interests 
and a protection to their liberties. 


A WELCOME DENIAL

ECRETARY ROOT, of the war department, accord- 


ing to the Associated Press, bas made an answer 
to the resolution of the senate calling on him for 
information as to the 'extent of holdings of lands 


by religious orders in, the Philippines and as to any de- 
ilaration by him or obligation assumed respecting the dls- 
dlsposltion of these lands. 
The secretary, by way of 


answer, refers to the president's instructions of April 1, 
900, to the Philippine commission, directing the com- 
mission to endeavor to investigate the land titles of rellg- 
ous orders and to endeavor to afford justice and'settle 
hese in a manner to safeguard property rights and equi- 
les. 
It is added that no one in behalf of the United 


itates government has entered into any obligation other 
ban that set out in the peace treaty, in regard to these 
ands, nor has any policy been announced. 
The com- 


mission has stated the result of its inquiries under this 
nstruction in its report especially in the sub-divisions 
ntltled "The Friars," "Public Lands," and "tand Titles 
nd Registration."' 


Tbe statement is a timely one, and it will have a 


iroper effect in relieving the anxiety caused by the per- 
istent rumors that have been circulated to the effect that 
ome kind of understanding had been reached between 
he representatives of the United States and the friars of 
he Philippines. 


But while this statement is good as far as it goes, 


t is by no means conclusive of the Whole matter. 
The 


haracter and record of the monastic orders of the Fhillp- 
Inea are such as to make them objects of well-deserved 
uspiclon. 
Their continuance In the functions they had 


assumed under Spanish rule is wholly inconsistent with 
American principles and so repugnant to the native in- 
erests that it is useless to hope for peace and order if 
he friars are to be fastened again on tbe people under 
American authority. 
The most primary principles of 


ustlce, as well as our regard for the welfare o( the islands 
nd our own self-respect, require that a positive posj-. 
ion shall be assumed on this matter. 
The treaty with 


Spain is liable to misinterpretation, and we should lose no 
ime in. making it clearly understood that the friars 
•will not bo permitted to retain the fruits ot. their past in- 
qultles and frauds, and that this nation will', tolerate no 
urther abuses of the kind that provoked tne.natives to 
pen rebellion.

HE EDITOR of the Iowa weekly new|Jjiper who re- 


cently printed a fake interview with Pat Crowe 
and found himself a center of national interest 
for one short day, is now receiving'a general 


roast" from the newspapers of the country. 
It may 


strike the public as a novel idea that an editor should be 
condemned by an almost universal voice of his' peers tor 
printing a story that he knew to bo false, but that only 
goes to show the mistake people make who judge news- 
papers as a whole by the actions of certain sensational 
and disreputable yellow journals. The honest outbreak of 
wholesome sentiment against the Iowa editor Is a strong 
evidence of the standard of honesty and good faith to- 
wards the readers that prevails in a majority of the news- 
paper offices of the country. 


It is only fair to say that the offense of the Iowa 


man, which so many of our exchanges have been so prompt 
to condemn, is far less heinous than that of the editor 
who persistently and from day to day distorts and twists 
his news items in order to produce a false impression 
either for his own benefit or that of the party to. whose in- 
terest he is committed. The Iowa editor probably in- 
tended to publish nothing more harmful than the' stories 
of Roosevelt's hunting that have been so widely circulated 
and was greatly surprised when people took it in earnest 
instead of a joke.

They poison the spring of public opinion at its 
source, and they make it impossible for their .'readers to 
form an honest opinion upon events of current'interest 
They destroy the virtue of the press as a public educator 
and they become mere panderers to the prejudices am 
the intellectual vices of their readers.

AN IMPORTANT AMENDMENT. 


N IMPORTANT AMENDMENT has been prepared 


by the senate committee on relations with Cuba,

he intervention.of the.United States. 


That Cuba shall agree either to .lease or sell to the 


Inited States such coaling or naval stations as, in tbe 
ipinion of the president of the United States, may be 
necessary to the protection of the interests of this 
ountry. 


That the United States shall have sufficient super- 


islon of the laws of Cuba relating to sanitation to pro- 
ect this country from epidemics liable to originate there. 


Tbe chief objection to these propositions will come 


rom those who care-, less about the* real interests of 
luba and the United.States than they do about finding 
ault with the administration. There is as yet no evidence 
bat.these terms will be. objectionable to the Cubans, and 
t may be better that the United States should speak its 
wishes frankly rather than leave it to the Cubans, to 
luggest concessions.

The cabinet offi- 
cers bave to be nominated, even where they are selected 
for continuance in the positions they already occupy, and 
usually there are other very important nominations to 
be acted upon. Where a president succeeds himself, 
there are, ot course, not so many of these appointments 
and not nearly so much public interest is shown in them 
as where the party or the president changes.

called to meet in Washington in March. 


It is, of course, entirely different from an extra ses- 


sion of both houses of congress called together for the 
purpose of transacting general business.

Woman Suffrage. 


There Is considerable discussion In 


the Colorado papers in regard ' to 
woman suffrage, and , what its effect 
has been toward the betterment of pol. 
ltlc». The experience of Colorado with 
this somewhat novel feature has been 
what most 'people expected and what 
most women advocates did not expect. 
It has. not changed the political 'situ- 
ation in the slightest. Bad men have 
gotten into office Just the same. There 
is Just as much blackness in the polit- 
ical pot as there ever was, and the 
average women seem to size up Just 
about on the same grade of Intelligence 
as the men. In 80 per cent.' of the fam- 
ilies the wives and daughters vote with 
the male members of the household, 
and the single women are usually/In- 
fluenced ' by the society In which they 
live. The -women's political clubs are 
made up of wives, daughters and' rela- 
tives of men of the same party, where 
the husband is a politician the wife Is 
one also, -and where the husband takes 
little interest In public affairs the wife A 
Is more titan likely to prove Indifferent" 
as well. The very exception proves 
the rulD. 


There Is no probability of any at- 
tempt being made to disenfranchise 
women. : There are enough' of them who 
do take an interest in: the subject to 
make such a proceeding difficult and 
dangerous;. for. the, political' party chat 
would' attempt, it, ao that'll will remain 
as part of the organic law ot the state. 
The addition of women voters to1 the 


electors of the 'state Is a similar pro- 
cess to adding flour and soot to a mix- 
ture of these two substances.

Representative Bell of Colorado has 


been making an effort to prevent hold- 
Ing the Inaugural ball In -the United 
States Pension office building. He com- 
menced, however, too late to make any 
change In the arrangements, for, when 
his resolutions of Inquiry were intro- 
duced in congress, calling upon the 
secretary of the Interior to show his 
authority for permitting -the ball to be 
held In the Pension building, all ar- 
rangements for holding It there had 
been consummated, and the work of 
preparation had already been com- 
menced. 


Mr. Bell opposes the use of the Pen- 


sion building for ball room purposes 
mainly on account of the cost its use 
entails on the government. Between 
1,500 and 2,500 employes in the Pension 
office, whose aggregate wages amount 
to $7,000 per day, must be given eight 
days' leave with pay while the build- 
Ing Is being prepared for use as a ball 
room and while being again converted 
Into a pension office after the Inaugura- 
tion, Is over. In salaries alone, there- 
fore, it will cost the government $56,000. 
The cost of removing and replacing 
furniture, breakage, etc., It Is estimated 
will be from $10,000 to $20,000. So the 


function will stand the government at 
least $70,000. On this proposition, how- 
ever, some of the employes of the Pen- 
sion bureau hold other views. One of 
them was heard to say: "Of courae I 
am glad the ball is going to be held 
here this year, for It means nearly ten 
days' holiday: but it will cost the gov- 
ernment nearly $70,000, and, really, I 
don't believe In such extravagance." 
"Extravagance, 
Indeed!" 
replied an- 


other; "you only look upon one side 
of the ledger. 
How about what the 


government, saves In pensions during 
that time? Figure that out and strike 
a balance, and I venture the govern- 
ment will not be found to be much the 
loser."

January, recommending" a readjustment of the general tax laws of the state,, so 
that personal property should bear'Its Just burden, the great banking, trust, 
Insurance and other colossal aggregations of capital read it with languid in- 
terest. So did the peoplfe of all parties and no party. In truth, they believed the 
document to be, one. of the regulation reform 'messages that, year after year, 
they have been accustomed to hear from both parties, promising the mlllenlum 
without the slightest Intention of crystallizing the measures urged In them into 
law.

To the surprise of all, the governor proved .he was |n earnest; that he

THE NEW WALL STREET 
NEW YORK SOCIETY 
M'KINLEY'S CUBAN POLICY 


Tremeodous Influence Upon the Destinies of the Country- 


One Man Who Is Not Over Shadowed by 


Trust Barons. 


N 


EW YORK, Feb. 22.—Wall street has become an entirely different field 


of commercial combat in the past three months. Whether it will ever 
again resume Its normal conditions or not is quite problematical. Men 
who have actively participated in every big financial battle in the last 


thirty years tell me that they feel out of their depth and are more timid' than 
the youngest lamb. They shake their beads gravely and express serious anxi- 
ety about the future. For weeks, the daily sales on the stock exchange have 
averaged one million shares per day. The blocks of stocks are larger than ever 
before dealt in and the most conservative bankers who never before.entered the 
dangerous field of stock speculation are now confessedly engaged in making 
money by methods that ten years ago would have elicited from them the se- 
verest condemnation. 


Capital Is concentrating In all lines of'industry. The financial sensation of 


January was the formation of a. railroad pool of more than three quarters of 
a billion. At the stupendous character of this combination every thinking man 
in Wall street stood appalled. Its power for good or evil was seen to be so tre- 
mendous that the gravest cause for fear existed that human avarice would not 
be able to resist the temptation to exercise it. Now, hot upon this surprise, we 
have the billion dollar steel trust which in its influence upon mankind in gen- 
eral and labor In particular exceeds In gravity the railroad pool a hundred fold. 
The same adventurous financial giant, Mr. Plerpont Morgan, is the organizer 
of these two mammoth combinations of capital, and though he acts as the agent, 
or broker, he doesn't hesitate to stake upon the final result his reputation for 
sound Judgment and financial integrity. His will Is of steel and thousands of 
majority shareholders have placed their property unreservedly in his hands. 
The minority Interests are told that they must yield unqualifiedly! No means 
exists of ascertaining the size of the minority; but 10 per cent, would not be 
an excessive estimate. So we see that the wishes of men representing $175.000,- 
000 of capital are wholly Ignored or ovcrrlden. This Is characteristic of the new 
order of things in Wall street, .where "corners," bear raids and "bull panics" 
have been the fair and honest thing for more than a generation. 


The changed conditions are'due almost wholly to the last war and .the three 


billions of government money that has been poured out through thg extrava- 
gance of congress and the general feeling that the United States must become 
a conquerlng^nation. Everybody Is engaged In a mad scramble for .wealth and 
"the public," as the merchants and small tradesmen of the country are called, 
Is now In the market up to its ears. The big, wily speculators see that the 
market Is near its natural top and, they are willing to sell their, holdings, (.gath- 
ered up before the last election at very much lower figures)/ to'the greedy hoard- 
ers pf money who now insist In having a share In the general prosperity. It is 
notorious in Wall street that "the public" never comes Into! the market until 
high figures have been reached. Addlson Cammack, a jolly old'pirate, on"this 
Barbary coast once said in the hearing of the writer: "The public Is getting 
together for a grand charge on the market; it is high time to sell the people1 our 
stocks and get as far 'short' as possible." His Judgment as to the right time to 
sell stocks was rarely at fault. His big losses, he said at another time, had bpen 
made on the "long" or "bull" side of the market. He Is exceptional In this re- 
spect perhaps, but the moral and the wisdom of his words hold good. 


• Trading on the stock exchange has now reached such a stupendous volume 


that the purchase of thousands of shares are necessary to advance prices. This 
Is the only element of safety for the general public. "Washed sales," as ficti- 
tious trading is described, are practically Impossible. Men who last year rarely 
ventured to buy a thousand shares at a time now buy ten thousand shares with- 
out hesitation. Not that they have much more capital but because their brok- 
ers have become Imbued with the same spirit of adventure and will lake their 
commissions on a three per cent, margin Instead of the ten per cent, that they 
exacted .twelve months ago. 
' 


Many of the boldest men In the street have confessedly lost their heads. Mr. 
Morgan, for example, acts In his office like a buccaneer of the Spanish Main. 
All that is wanting to make him literally terrifying In these days is a cutlass 
and a smoking blunderbuss. 


Among all this wild flurry moves a quiet ever alert man whose eye follows 
the tape from the moment the market opens until the gong strikes. His figure 
Is noticeable and his closely cropped Henri V. beard gives him the air of a di- 
plomatist. He is absolutely calm amid the surrounding excitement. He has add- 
ed fully five million dollars to his fortune since the first of last November, but 
he Is not exultant over the fact; he knew when the hour to win had arrived. He 
halls from California and .his name is James R. Keene.

Congress Will Not Be Allowed to Dodge Responsibility in the 


Settlement of the Island's Relations With the United 
States-The Greater Antilles Not to Be Another Hayti.

ASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—President McKinley, in Insisting that con- 


gress shall share with him the responsibility of deciding the rela- 
tions which shall subsist between the United States and Cuba, gives 


an effective answer to the anti-imperialists. If he and his advisers 


desired to usurp all power, and play the role of an autocracy, he and they have 
In this question an opportunity to do so, greater and more important than ever 
fell to the lot of any chief magistrate from Washington down. The problem 
is one entirely new In our history. No precedent exists to point the way to cor- 
rect constitutional conclusion; and it is certainly advisable, Indeed, Imperative, 
from every point of view, that the legislative branch of the government should 
aid the executive department in the solution of so grave a matter. In endeav- 
oring, on one plea or another, to shirk Its responsibility and evade Its duty, 
congressmen, Republicans and Democrats alike, proclaim to the world that they 
subordinate the public to their own private interests. This is not the attitude 
congress should assume toward the country. It Is, on the contrary, reprehensi- 
ble In letter and spirit.

As to Cuba, the sentiment is growing stronger every day that, as national 
gratitude Is a virtue scarcely less commendable than patriotism, it is about time 
the gentlemen now shaping her future should give expression to it so far as 
the United States Is concerned. If this feeling of gratitude does not exist, that 
is another matter. The constitutional convention had a splendid opportunity 
to perform this graceful act of national duty when It convened to frame Cuba's 
fundamental law. A declaration should have been Imbedded In the preamble ot 
the Instrument itself, there to remain for all time, as the imperishable and mon- 
umental record of the final disappearance of Spanish monarchical power from 
this continent, and declaring that us Cuba owed her Independence to the United 
States she would forever act with this government in the maintenance of the 
Monroe policy on this continent. 
The failure of the constitutional convention to give this guarantee natu- 
rally creates suspicion. Under the control of Spain, Cuba was powerless to 
cause the slightest uneasiness in an International point of view to the United 
States. Cuba, erected Into an Independent power at the expense ot the United 
States, will occupy an entirely different position. Not having bound herself In 
any way to accept our traditional continental policy so far as European power 
and Influence are concerned, she will be at liberty to set It at defiance, when- 
ever It may suit her Interest or the private Interest of her politicians to do so. 
Assuredly that is not a condition that prudent statesmanship will aid In creat- 
ing. It would be the height of folly to set up a San Domingo or Hayti within 
a hundred miles of our coast, and on the first natural line o"f defence of the pro- 
posed Isthmian canal. There Is no danger that so fatuous a policy will be pur- 
sued.

"Tell me," I'satd^to an old retired brigadier-general whose, name, because 


of his distinguished services, history cannot fall to preserve, "what will be the 
effect of the new11 army act?"

"It will give us," he promptly and proudly answer*dy,"a.body of officers 
with whom, man for man, no army in Europe can begin to compare." 
"Has not that'always been the case?" I asked.

"Unquestionably; but let me explain. 
Previous to the Spanish war the 


military branch of the public service was In what may be called a lethargic 
condition. Promotion was so slow that many officers, I will not nay all of them, 
lost heart in their profession. Men in the prime of life found themselves no 
higher In rank than first lieutenants, and could not look forward to anything 
above a captaincy or retirement. But that IB not all. Not one officer in ten 
had over seen assembled at one point the regiment to which he belonged. A 
couple of battalions, squadrons, or batteries, was the most that the majority 
of them had laid their eyes on. Result, army life was a dull, spiritless routine 
of small, uninteresting duty. The Spanish war changed all that. It awakent'd 
the whole service and aroused It to splendid action. Rapid advancement fol- 
lowed, and with It the highest degree of efficiency. 
"The new army act will carry this efficiency to a still greater point of per- 


fection. In less than five years the officers of the regular army will be the 
youngest and best trained body of men to be found in any service, equal to any 
emergency that may arise, whether of attack or defence. For years to come 
the country will have a superb military machine." 


Fortunately for the Republican party a new congress will not be elected 
this year. The appropriations are mounting into figures almost appalling, and 
to defend them successfully before the country would be next to an impossi- 
bility. The conflict In the Philippines calls for an enormous expenditure of 
money, and no way of escape from It opens without Ignominious surrender to 
the guerilla gangs in arms against the authority of the government. To aban- 
don the Islands Is out of the question. It would mean seizure of them, on one 
pretence or another, by the leading European powers. The possession of the 
Islands gives the United States a status in the far east that practically makes 
it the dominant power in that quarter of he world. There will be fought out 
the greatest battle for commercial supremacy In all history. Retaining the 
Philippines, the United States will inevitably win. Turn them over to rival pow- 
ers and the Issue will be doubtful. This Is the argument of the administration 
leaders, and they have no fear that when the people ure asked to elect a new 
congress In 1002, the commercial conquest which the Philippine possession will 
"be Instrumental in effecting will satisfy the country that the vast treasure now 
being poured out has been wisely expended.

Clouds That, Tell Which. Way the 
Wind is Blowing. 


Lowell Observatory, Flagstaff, Ariz.,: 


Jan. 56.—The phenomenon 
on Mars 


which has given rise to the report of a 
message from that' planet'tan Dec.: i- 
of last year was really only a cloud on 
that planet lighted up' by: the setting 
nun. It was a true message, giving us 
knowledge of Martian climate, but not 
a message from any Intelligent inhabi- 
tants. A great number of clouds of 
this kind have been seen,In previous 
years, but none, I believe, for the'last 
four, and therefore, this one, coming 
as it did in one particular jpart of the 
planet, was a'matter'of great Interest, 
and I telegraphed Information about '.li 
to the east, where it was distributed to 
all astronomers and, to many others 
Interested. ;:.','

Astronomers .almost ;rieve#,see clouds 


on the sunlit!portions of the'.,planet. 
If they exist as thin cirrus, clouds, we 
should perhaps be unable to see them. 
Heavy clouds, If they .coveted'a large 
enough area "of the. planet,'Would . be 
visible. They would have't6 cover per- 
haps a million'square miles before they 
could be recognized .with, certainty. 
But on this e^rth they covet far more 
ii'ea than that, and, therefore, as we 
do not see them on Mars at all, we con- 
clude that tha planet Is extremely dry*. 
As a matter of fact, it has no oceans 
°nd no surfaces that are positively 
Identified as permanent water surfaces, 
oome observers even doubt that the 
Planet is warm enough to permit the 
existence of water. The only two in- 
dications of water, however, are in the 
Polar caps of snow £nd the Clouds, such 
fls this one, whicl\ become visible to 
Jsi as the sun sets on the region above 
which they float. These clouds stand 
Jbove such regions like the" peaks of 
nigh mountains, and receive the last 
rays of the setting sun,, when all be- 
neath Is dark. They,thereiore,appear 
10 us as bright spots against a dark 
background, pr as bright points ex- 
tending from the small' portion of the 
Planet oufeinto'the TeeloS1 nfnle'ht.

In 1S92 at- a number of observatories. 
Over 350 were observed and studied 
at this observatory In 1894, and many 
were seen in 1896. The result of the 
study of several hundred of them Is 
given In volume I of .the'"Annals of 
the Lowell Observatory." By that re- 
search It became evident that many 
of them formed at minset. 
In charac. 
ter.they were probably like our .dense 
cumulous .clouds. .Their average ele- 
vation was much greater than our 
cumulous clouds, being several miles 
on an average, and One was seen at 
least as high as fifteen miles above 
the-surface, that of November 25, 1894. 
In that case the cloud was seen near 
the'sunrise terminator, as it Is called 
that is, the north and south line ou 
the planet at which the sun was ris- 
ing. 
If we were searching for signals, 


the clOud of November 25, 1894, would 
be a very much more striking case 
than anything seen before or since. 
Oh' the night of November 25 this 
cloud was seen as a white spot against 
•the' dark background of the unlllu- 
minated surface beneath. 
It was a 


hundred miles across and at least fif- 
teen miles above the surface. 
It re- 


mained in that point over half an Hour 
then suddenly disappeared. • On the 
following night it was only eight miles 
high. 
Instead of remaining constant- 


ly as a bright spot it appeared and 
disappeared. 
The first appearance 


lasted sixteen minutes; then It disap- 
peared; then it came again for only a 
moment, and after six minutes more 
it again appeared for two and one half 
minutes. 
Then followed an absence 


of three minutes, presence for 
two 


: minutes, absence for three minutes, 
presence one minute, absence eight 
minutes and an appearance forty-six 
minutes after .the first sight of it. 
.If some genius, can-prove that these 
were a series of, signals from Mars It 
would be a matter of the greatest im- 
portance. 
Wy own belief is that it was 
a .message from Mars, not from Inhabi- 
tants of the surface, but.from the/clouds 
which inhabit Us atmosphere. 
They 
were .giving us an Illustration of the 
effect on them of-sunlight, and show- 
Ing us. how f they form and disappear 
its- absences and presence.'

It was seen on those two successive 
mornings and lasted for an hour each 
time.: It was less on the the second 
morning, as if the moisture had been 
dissipated, or had been used In some 
way so that it could not condense into 
visible clouds. 
It formed above the 


deserts on jhe north side of a large 
dark marking on the 
planet, Icar- 


lum Mare, which Is supposed to be 
vegetation. 
This Is significant in two 
ways. 
First, it corroborates our idea, 
that, the dark markings are vegeta- 
tion by showing, as we should expect, 
that the regions of vegetation have 
more moisture in them than the sur- 
rounding regions, which are desert. 
Second, it appeared on the north side 
of the- dark marking, showing that 
there must have been a motion of the 
air from the south. 
That Is, at this 


point on the equator. In a season which 
corresponds with our April 23, the 
.wind was .from the south. 
At that 
time the sun was about 13 degrees 
north of-the equator, and the point 
beneath most heated by the sun was 
therefore north also, and the wind was 
blowing toward that point. 
This Is 


.exactly what we find on the earth In 
the 'case of the trade winds, which 
blow toward the heat equator. 
And 


so we have received the most interest- 
Ing information that In these zones at 
least' the wind on Mars and on the 
earth blow in the same direction. 


Knowing then, that such similarity 


exists, scientists can advance with con. 
fidence from a knowledge of our own 
weather conditions to those on Mars. 
Thpy can have- the satisfaction of 
knowing that their theories' are not 
pure speculation. 
This then, is the 
Important message which we have re- 
ceived from. Mars.—(A. E. Douglass'ln 
Boston -Evening Transcript.

Napoleon's Death Mask. 


No one can study -the death mask of 


Napoleon 
without 
being Instantly 


struck with Its utter dissimilarity to 
any known portrait. 
It bears, indeed, 


some resemblance to those pictures of 
him made either when a youth, by his 
school mates or while still a captain 
of artillery. . There Is certainly little 
or no likeness to the portraits of later 
life, which nearly all represented him 
with the traditionally heroic forehead, 
fat— If not flabby—face and projecting 
chin. The death mask of Antommarchl, 
on the contrary shows that the frontal 
development was not extraordinary; 
that his forehead retreated and nar- 
rowed above the temples; that his 
cheek bones were exceedingly high,— 
and In this respect the mask reproduces 
almost exactly the countenance of a 
well-known North American Indian 
chief,— and that the lower Jaw was not 
that usually assigned to a brutal fight- 
er. 
"Those who have made a careful study 
of the faces of the conquerors of the 
world— of 'Alexander, of Caesar, of 
Hannibal and 
of 
Charlemagne—will 


note in the death mask of Napoleon a 
great similarity. 
If there Is any foun- 


dation for the statements of late In-

COAL STRIKE COMMIT TEE 


PRESENTED ITS 


Special to the QftMtte. 


Denver, Feb. 25.—The coal strike com- 


mittee has prepared Its report and it 
has been submitted, to the senate. The 
report Is very lengthy, covering the 
work of the committee completely, cit- 
ing tba causes that led up to the atrika 
and ending; with a number of recom- 
mendations t6 the assembly. 


The report recites at length the.dif- 


ferent visits of the committee to the 
several coal camps In .the state, and 
also records their sessions In' Denver. 
The report covers the situation la the 
different coal fields, the different grades 
of coal, the number of men employed, 
ownership of property. Influence of the 
railroads, the causes leading up to the 
strike, Including wages earned, cost of 
producing coal, profits of producer, 
profits of dealer, ventilation and taxa- 
tion of mines, demands of miners, etc. 
The report shows that the first meet- 


Ing of the strikers In the northern coal 
fields was riot called fay any union or 
organisation .of any labor body, but 
was a spontaneous gathering of the 
men from over'the district The men's 
grievances Were insufficient wages, bad 
air and the company stores. The re- 
port states that the strike was only 
the culmination of a feeling of dissatis- 
faction among the miners. The report 
gives a history of the miners since 
their strike In 1898, It Shows that the 
men are receiving the same wages as 
Wag granted at the close of that strike, 
but that the money obtained Would not 
purchase as large a quantity of pro- 
duce. It states that the average earn- 
ings of one man for a year would be 
from (300 to |500. The mine expense of 
a miner earning $50 per month aver- 
ages (7, eavlng htm J43. The committee 
finds that the system of payment In 
the northern fields Is unfair and In- 
equjtable In this; the time of payment 
Is oh the third Saturday of each month 
for the month preceding, thus compel- 
ling the miners to wait at lest three 
weeks before receiving their pay. The 
men are compelled to do a credit sys- 
tem, which Increases the cost Of liv- 
ing five per cent. The Northern Coal 
company produced 676,326 tons of coal 
last year, at an estimated average cost 
of 95 cents per ton. The committee 
states that they were unable to get the 
officers of the company to testify as 
to the exact cost of certain things; 
therefore, they Were unable to make 
an exact estimate. The report bases 
an estimate of the production of coal, 
at the Lafayette mines, at 83 cents per 
ton; at the Louisville mine, 93 cents 
per ton, and throughout the Erie dis- 
trict It is much higher. A fair average 
paid by the dealers to the Louisville 
and Lafayette mine owners Is 12 per 


ton. There would be ah average profit 
to the companies ort run df mine coal 
of 27 cents per ton. Which the commit- 
tee considers too high by about 12 cents 
per ton. 
,• The committee stripped off at Colo- 
rado Springs ant) heard, tho. testimony 
of tba coat miners there who were an a 
strike. U appeared that about 95 per 
cent of the men belong to' the United 
Mine Workers. The report states that 
no ill feeling existed between the mln- 
era1 and .the employes. 


In the southern fields the committee 
found three iarg« mining districts, the 
Rockvale. the Brookside and the Coal 
creek mines, all operated by the C. F 
& I. company, employing 1,000 men 
who were oh a strike. .The Immediate 
cause of the strike was the refusal of 
the company to recognise United Mine 
Workers at Gallup, N. M. The griev- 
ance of the men dates from 1898 when 
the company t&ok charg* of the mine 
The company iritroduced the Screen sy«. 
tern, which the miners claim amounts 
to a 20 per cent reduction in wages 
The company's store Is another cause 
for complaint. The miners also object 
to the system-of pay days and the 
system of weighing the coal which la 
in vogue there.- -The Ventljatlftn law Is 
strictly enforced In these mines. The 
report speaks Highly of the- educational 
qualification 
of the 
miners 
In the 


southern fields, and the committee ex- 
presses surprise at the difference be- 
tween the price rcelved by the miners 
for mining the coal and the price th« 
consumer is compelled to pay.

THE TEXT OF THE CUBAN 


AMENDMENT AS REPORTED 


Washington, D. C., Feb'. 25.—The text 


of the Cuban amednment as reported to 
the senate Is as follows: 


That In fulfillment of the declaration 


contained In the joint resolution ap- 
proved April 20, 1898, .entitled, "For the 
recognition of the Independence of the 
people of Cuba, demanding that the 
government 
of Spain 
relinquish 
Its 
authority and government In the Island 
of Cuba and to withdraw Its land and 
naval forces frorA Cuba and Cuban 
waters, and directing the president of 
the United States to use the land and 
naval forces of the United States to 
carry these, resolutions into- effect, the 
president Is hereby authorized to leave 
the government and control of the Is- 
land of Cuba to Its people so soon as 
a stable government shall be estab- 
lished in said Island, until a constitu- 
tion, either as a part thereof, or In 
ordinance" appended thereto, shall de- 
fine the future relations of the United 
States with Cuba substantially as fol- 
lows: 


1. That the government of Cuba shall 
never enter Into any treaty or other 
company with any foreign power or 
powers whlQh .will |mpa4r or tend to 
Impair the jIndependence,;flf Cuba, nor 
In any manner authbriia«oc,perinlt ahy 
foreign power or powers to obtain,,fty 
colonization or for military or naval 
purposes or otherwise, lodgment InJor 
control over any. portion, of said laluid. 


2. That said, government shall',not 


assume or contract any public debt,,,to 
pay the Interest upon, which and to 
make reasonable sinking fund provision 
for the ultimate discharge of whjch, 
the ordinary revenues.of.tjie Islands, af- 
ter defraying the current expenses of 
government, shall be inadequate. 


3. That the government of Cuba con- 


to shall 


sents that the United States may ex- 
erclse the right to intervene for. the 
preservation 
of Cuban Indepeiidenc*, 
the maintenance of a government ade- 
quate for the protection of life, prop- 
erty and Individual liberty, ahtt for dis- 
charging the. obligations with respect 
to Cuba Imposed, by the treaty of Paris 
on the United'States;'how to be as- 
sumed artd undertaken by tha govern- 
ment of Cuba.

4. That all acts of the United States 


in Cuba during Its military occupancy 
thereof are ratified and validated, and 
all lawful'rights acquired 
thereunder 
"hall be maintained and protected. 


6. That the government of Cuba will 
execute, and, as far as necessary, ex- 
tend, the .plans already devised or oth- 
er plans to be mutually agreed uporu for 
the sanitation of the cities of the Is- 
land, to the ind that a recurrence of 
epidemics and Infectious diseases may 
be prevented, thereby assuring protec- 
tion to the people and commerce of 
Cuba as well as to the commerce of the 
southern ports of the United States and 
the' people residing .therein. 
,8. That'the Isle of" Elnes shall be 
omitted from 
the proposed: constitu- 
tional boundaries of Cuba. , the title 
thereto being'left to .future adjustment 
by treaty. 


7. That to enable the United States 
to maintain the Independence of Cuba 
and to protect the people thereof, as 
well as for Its own defense, the gov- 
ernment of Cuba will sell or lease to 
the United States lands necessary for 
coaling or naval stations at certain 
specified points, to be agreed upon with 
the president of. the United States. 


8. That by way of further assur- 
ance the government of Cuba will em- 
body the foregoing provisions In a. per- 
manent treaty with the United States.
